The  Fift3'-third  Aimnal  Convention  of  the  Protestant

The  Bishop  opened  the  Convention  with  prayer.

The  Journal  of  yesterday's  proceedings  was  read. 

On  motion  of  Kev.  F.  W.  Hilliard, 

Resolved,  That  yisiting  Clergymen  from  other  Dioceses,  and  Clergymen 
Tesidents  of  this  Diocese,  but  not  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  and 
candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  be  invited  to  take  honorary  seats  in  this  Conven- 
tion. 

Under  this  resolution,  Kev.  G.  W.  Stickney,  Rector  of  St. 
;Stephen's  Church,  Goldsboro',  and  Eev.  John  H.  Wino-field 
•  of  the  Diocese  of  Yirginia,  appeared  and  took  seats. 

On  motion  of  A.  J.  DeRossett, 

Resolved,  That  the  certificates  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Craven  County;  St. 
Mary's  Church,  Kinston,  and  St.  James'  Church,  Kittrell's  Sprino-s,  be  referred 
the  Committee  on  Elections. 

The  Convention  adjourned  until  after  Divine  Service. 

Eev.  E.  W.  Barber  preached  from  Ephesians  Y :  15,  16 : 
''  See  then  that  ye  walk  circumspectly,  not  as  fools,  but  as 
wise, 

Eedeeming  the  time,  because  the  days  are  evil." 

After  Divine  Service,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by 
the  Bishop. 

The  Bishop  read  his  annual  address: 

Dear  Bkethken  of  the  Church  and  Laity: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  to  you  that  during  the  last  year, 
terminating  at  our  present  meeting,  the  Church  in  this  Diocese 
has  made  marked  and  gratifying  progress. 

At  the  Convocation  in  Tarboro'  I  consecrated  Calvary 
Church — a  handsome  and  spacious  building,  which,  as  com- 
pared with  the  old  Church  edifice,  does  of  itself  indicate  the 
great  advancement  in  that  Parish  which  our  Communion  has 
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made  under  the  efficient  and  acceptable  labors  of  its  Kector, 
Dr.  Cliesliire. 

I  also,  during  tlie  Convention,  confirmed  five  persons  in 
that  Parish,  of  whom  one  was  colored. 

From  Tarboro'  I  went  to  Greenville,  where,  in  the  evening 
of  the  11th  of  i\Iaj,  1S6S,  I  preached,  and  on  the  morning  of 
tlie  12th,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Eev.  Mr.  Hilton,  I  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion. 

On  the  13th,  at  Washington,  I  baptized  and  confirmed  an 
adult,  and  in  the  same  Service,  baptized  two  childi  en. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  day,  at  Bath,  I  preached  to  a 
colored  congregation,  four  members  of  which  I  also  confirmed. 

On  the  11th,  in  the  same  Church,  I  preached,  confirmed 
twenty-three  persons,  two  of  whom  were  colored,  baptized  two 
infants,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  the  15th,  at  Pungo  Chapel,  I  preached,  confirmed  nine 
persons,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

May  lYth,  at  a  School  House  in  Hyde  County,  I  preached 
twice,  confirmed  two  persons,  and  administered  the  Com- 
munion. 

On  the  19th,  at  AYashington,  I  confirmed  one  person. 

On  the  21th,  I  preached  in  Christ  Church,  Hartford  Con- 
necticut, before  the  Delegate  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions. 

On  the  31st,  preached  twice  at  Cooperstown,  I^ew  York. 

June  7th,  I  preached  twice  in  Washington,  District  of 
Columbia,  in  the  Church  of  the  Ascension,  and,  at  the  request 
of  Bishop  Whittingham,  confirmed  fifteen  persons. 

On  the  12th,  at  Jackson,  in  this  State,  at  evening  prayer,  I 
baptized  an  adult,  and  an  infant. 

On  the  13th,  at  the  same  place,  I  preached,  confirmed  one 
person  in  private  and  three  in  public,  and  administered  the 
Communion. 

On  the  llth,  at  Halifax,  I  preached. 

On  the  15th,  in  the  same  Parish,  1  confirmed  two  persons. 
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On  the  21st,  at  St.  James'  Church,  Wilmington,  I  confirmed 
ten  persons,  one  of  whom  was  colored.

On  the  2Tth,  baptized  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  a  colored  infant.

On  the  Mth,  baptized  and  confirmed  one  colored  person. 

On  the  15th,  preached  at  Fayetteyille  and  confirmed  two 
'Colored  persons. 

On  the  17th,  at  St.  Mark's,  Deep  Eiver,  I  preached  and  con- 
firmed four  persons. 

On  the  ISth,  preached  in  the  evening,  at  St.  Bartholomew's 
Church,  Pittsboro'. 

On  the  19th,  preached  in  the  same  Church,  morning  and 
evening.  In  the  morning,  baptized  an  infant  and  adminis- 
tered the  Communion.  In  the  evening,  confirmed  fifteen 
persons,  two  of  whom  were  colored. 

On  the  21st,  preached  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  confirmed  one 
person. 

On  the  2Sd,  at  St.  Andrew's,  Eowan  County,  preached  and 
confirmed  three  persons,  one  of  whom  was  colored. 

On  the  21th,  preached  at  Christ  Church,  Kowan  County, 
and  confirmed  two  persons. 

On  the  25th,  at  St.  James',  Iredell  County,  preached  and 
confirmed  three  persons.     I  also  baptized  an  infant. 

On  the  26th,  preached  at  States ville,  in  the  Court  House, 
confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the  communion. 

On  the  30th,  preached  at  Catawba  Springs. 

August  2d,  preached  twice  atlSTewton,  in  the  Church  of  the 
German  Reformed  Congregation,  which  was  kindly  ofibred 
me,  also  confirmed  one  person,  and  baptized  two  infants. 

On  the  5th,  preached  at  Catawba  Springs. 

On  the  6th,  baptized  three  children. 

On  the  9th,  preached  twice  at  Lenoir. 
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On  the  12th,  preached  at  St.  John  Baptist,  in  AVatanga 
County,  and  baptized  two  children. 

On  the  14th,  preached  at  Grove  Chapel,  Caldwell  county 
baptized  an  adult,  and  confirmed  two.  In  the  evening  preached 
to  a  colored  congregation  at  Lenoir. 

On  the  16th,  preached  three  times  at  Morganton,  and,  in 
the  morning,  baptized^an  infant,  and  administered  the  Com- 
munion. 

In  the  afternoon,  the  congregation  was  colored.  And  in 
the  evening  confirmed  six  persons,  one  of  whom  was  colored. 

On  the  21st,  at  Waynesville,  I  preached,  confirmed  twa 
persons,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  23d,  at  Asheville,  preached,  confirmed  eleven  per- 
sons, and  administered  the  Communion. 

In  the  afternoon  preached  at  Beaverdam  Chapel,  and  con- 
firmed three  persons. 

On  the  25th,  preached  at  Calvary  Church,  Henderson 
County. 

On  the  26th,  preached  at  Henderson ville. 

On  the  27th,  preached  at  St.  John's,  in  the  Wilderness,  and 
confirmed  three  persons. 

On  the  30th,  preached  twice  at  Asheville. 

On  the  31st,  preached  at  Beaverdam  Chapel. 

September  6th,  preached  twice  at  Rutherfordton,  confirmed 
three  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion ;  also 
baptized  an  infant. 

On  the  8th,  preached  at  Shelby. 

On  the  10th,  preached  twice  at  Lincolnton  and  confirmed 
seven  persons,  one  of  whom  was  colored. 

On  the  lltli,  ])reached  at  the  village  of  High  Shoals,  in 
Gaston  County,  confirmed  three  persons,  one  white  and  two- 
colored,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  13th,  preached  twice  at  Charlotte,  and  confirmed 
three  persons. 

On  the  16th,  at  Salisbury,  after  a  sermon  by  Dr.  Wheat, 
I  confirmed  seven  persons. 
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On  the  ITth,  at  the  same  Church,  I  baptized  an  infant,  also 
preached,  and  received  to  Deacon's  orders  Frank  J.  Murdock, 
Esq.,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Tillinghast  presenting  the  candidate.  I 
also  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  the  18th,  at  Kittrell's  Springs  I  preached  and  adminis- 
istered  the  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  an 
infant. 

On  the  20th,  at  Louisburg,  in  the  morning,  I  preached,  and 
admitted  to  the  order  of  Deacons  John  Richard  Jojner,  the 
candidate  being  presented  by  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Benton ;  and  to 
that  of  Priest,  the  Rev.  Edward  Wooten,  presented  by  Rev. 
M.  H.  Yaughan,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sraedes,  and  Messrs.  Yaughan, 
Benton  and  Harding  uniting  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 

In  the  afternoon,  after  a  sermon  by  Dr.  Smedes,  I  confirmed 
one  person. 

In  the  evening,  at  a  service  for  the  colored  people,  Mr.  Har- 
ding preached,  and  I  also  addressed  them. 

On  the  21st,  at  a  private  house,  I  baptized  an  infant. 

On  the  22d,  at  Oxford,  I  preached  twice  and  confirmed 
eight  persons. 

On  the  21:th,  preached  at  Williamsborough,  and  adminis- 
tered the  Communion. 

.  On  the  25th,  preached  at  Henderson,  confirmed  three  j^er- 
sons,  and  administered  the  Communion.  In  the  evening  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Wooten  preached. 

On  the  26tli,  in  the  evening  preached  at  Warrenton. 

On  tlie  27th,  preached  twice  in  the  same  place,  confirmed 
ten  persons,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

From  this  place  I  Avent  on  to  the  General  Convention  in 
New  York.  The  proceedings  of  that  body  and  the  results 
Avhich  it  reached  are  familiar  to  you.  It  was  extremely  grati- 
fying to  observe,  notwithstanding  political  dissensions  in  the 
country  and  occasional  conflicts  of  opinions  in  the  Church,  the 
fraternal  harmony  of  feeling  and  the  remarkable  unanimity  of 
faith  and  judgment  in  the  representative  men  then  and  there 
assembled  from  all  parts  of  our  widely  extended  country. 
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Tt  was  also  a  cause  of  devout  gratitude  to  Almiglity  God, 
^to  observe  how  rapidl}^,  and  at  the  same  time  how  steadily, 
the  Church  was  advancing  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  this  land.  AVhat  was  originally  one  Diocese,  divided  into 
five,  all  powerful  and  prosperous ;  and  one  of  the  five  having 
more  clergymen,  parishes  and  communicants  than  the  whole 
possessed  at  the  time  of  the  first  division.  A  chain  of  Dioceses 
established  across  the  continent,  occupied  by  active  and  ener- 
getic men,  whose  labors  are  prospered  at  the  present  moment, 
and  are  full  of  hope  for  the  future. 

I  must  add  also,  that  the  choice  made  of  Bishops  by  the 
new  Dioceses  is  an  augury  of  great  future  good  to  the  Church. 

Returning  from  tlie  General  Convention,  through  Baltimore, 
I  performed  in  Grace  Church,  to  which  I  am  attached  by  so 
many  tender  recollections,  a  marriage  and  a  baptism,  besides 
preaching  in  it,  and  elsewhere  in  that  city  repeatedly. 

I^ovember  25th,  in  Wilmington,  I  married  a  couple,  and  on 
the  26th,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington,  I  married  another 
couple ;  the  last  being  persons  of  color. 

On  the  29th,  preached  twice  at  Clinton,  and  confirmed  two 
persons. 

December  1st,  preached  twice  at  Kenansville,  and  confirmed 
two  persons. 

On  the  2d,  preached  at  Magnolia.  At  the  two  last  services 
Mr.  Stickney  assisted. 

On  the  6th,  at  St.  James',  Wilmington,  I  ordained  Yirginius 
O.  Gee  Deacon.  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson  preaching  the  sermon 
and  presenting  the  candidate. 

On  the  31st,  in  Wilmington,  I  married  a  colored  couple. 

January  10th,  1869,  preached  twice  at  Goldsboro',  confirmed 
ten  persons,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  11th,  at  Wilson,  in  the  evening  I  preached,  and  con- 
firmed three  persons. 

On  the  12tli,  at  the  same  place.  Rev.  Mr.  Stickney  preached 
in  the  morninoj. 
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In  the  afternoon,  at  Halifax,  I  preached,  and  confirmed  four- 
persons.     In  the  evening,  at  a  private  house,  I  baptized  an 
infant. 

On  the  13th,  at  Gaston,  I  baptized  an  adnlt,  preached,  con- 
firmed three  persons,  and  administered  the  Commnnion. 

On  the  17th,  at  Christ  Church,  Ealeigh,  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  19  persons. 

In  the  afternoon  I  confirmed  one  in  private  of  the  same 
Parish ;  and  at  night  I  preached  to  the  colored  congregation 
at  St.  Augustine  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

On  the  ISth,  in  the  morning,  I  baptized  two  children.  In 
the  afternoon  preached  at  St.  Mary's  Chapel,  and  confirmed 
four  of  the  pupils  of  the  school. 

During  this  visit  to  Raleigh  I  also  dedicated  the  building- 
erected  for  the  IS^ormal  School,  for  the  instruction  of  colored, 
teachers. 

On  the  21:th,  at  St.  James'  Church,  Wilmington,  I  con- 
firmed one  person. 

On  the  31st,  in  the  same  Church,  I  admitted  to  the  order  of 
Deacons,  Mr.  William  ShepardPettigrew,  Dr.  Watson  preach- 
ing the  sermon  and  Rev.  Mr.  Patterson  presenting  the  can- 
didate. 

Febuary  4th,  married  a  couple  in  Wilmington. 

March  6th  and  Tth,  preached  in  Fayetteville  three  times, 
administered  the  Communion  and  confirmed  nineteen  persons, 
one  of  whom  was  colored. 

On  the  21st,  at  St.  Paul's,  Wilmington,  I  baptized  one  child 
and  confirmed  seven  persons,  all  of  whom  were  colored.  In 
the  evening,  at  St.  John's,  confirmed  twelve. 

On  the  2Sth,  in  the  morning,  I  baptized,  at  St.  Paul's,  Wil- 
mino;ton,  two  colored  children. 

In  the  afternoon,  at  St.  James'  confirmed  eleven  persons,, 
this  being  my  second  visitation  of  that  Parish  during  the  con- 
ventional year. 

On  the  30th,  I  preached  at  Kinston,  and  again  on  the  next 
day. 
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April  1st,  preached  twice  at  Beaufort,  confirmed  eight  per- 
sons and  administered  the  Communion.  I  had  previously  on 
the  same  day,  baptized  one  adult  and  one  infant. 

On  the  third,  in  the  evening,  preached  at  Christ  Church, 
Newbern,  and  confirmed  twenty-three  persons,  one  of  whom 
was  colored,  having  on  the  same  day  confirmed  another  colored 
person . 

On  the  4th,  preached  again  at  Christ  Church,  and  confirmed 
one  person.  In  the  evening  preached  at  St.  Cyprian's  and 
confirmed  twenty-four  persons,  all  colored. 

On  tlie  5th,  preached  at  a  little  Chapel  at  Swift  Creek 
liridge  and  confirmed  seven  persons.  On  the  same  occasion, 
assisted  by  Messrs.  Forbes  and  Harding,  I  administered  the 
Communion. 

On  the  7th,  preached  at  Snow  Hill,  confirmed  three  persons 
and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  9th,  at  Pughs'  Chapel,  Pitt  County,  preached,  con- 
firmed nine  persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

11th,  at  Trinity  Church,  Beaufort  County,  preached  and 
confirmed  four  persons,  one  of  whom  was  colored.  I  also 
administered  the  Communion. 

12th,  at  St.  John's,  Durham's  Creek,  preached,  confirmed 
three  persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

13th,  at  the  Academy  at  South  Creek,  Beaufort  County, 
preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and  administered  the  Com- 
munion. 

On  the  15th,  at  Bath,  preached,  confirmed  twelve  persons 
and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  16th,  at  St.  James'  Beaufort  County,  preached,  con- 
firmed eighteen  persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  17th,  at  Zion  Church,  Beaufort  County,  preached, 
confirmed  twenty  persons,  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  ISth,  A.  M.,  at  Washington,  preached  at  the  Court 
House,  the  Church  not  being  finished,  and  administered  the 
Communion. 
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At  tlie  same  place,  P.  M.,  after  a  sermon  by  Eev.  Mr.  Hard- 
ing, I  confirmed  nineteen  persons,  one  of  whom  was  colored. 

On  the  evening  of  the  19th,  preached  again  at  the  same 
place  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

On  the  21st,  preached  at  Williamston,  baptized  an  infant, 
confirmed  nine  persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  22d,  consecrated  Grace  Church,  Plymouth,  preached, 
confirmed  five  persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

Rev.  Messrs.  Hilliard,  Harding,  AVooten,  Eborn,  T.  B. 
Haughton  and  Pettigrew  took  part  in  the  service. 

On  the  23d,  preached  St.  Luke's,  Washington  County,  con- 
firmed three  persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  25th,  A.  M.,  preached  at  St.  David's,  AVashington 
County,  and  confirmed  seven  persons,  and  administered  the 
Communion,  and  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  preached 
to  a  colored  congregation. 

On  the  2Sth,  at  Elizabeth  City,  preached  twice  and  con- 
firmed nine  persons. 

30th,  at  Hertford,  preached,  confirmed  four  persons  and 
administered  the  Communion. 

May  1st  and  2d,  at  Edenton,  preached  three  times,  confirmed 
nine  persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  4th,  at  Gatesville,  preached  twice,  confirmed  three 
persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  6th  preached  at  Colerain,  and  confirmed  two 
persons. 

Tth,  preached  at  Windsor. 

On  the  Sth,  preached  again  at  the  same  place  and  confirmed 
two. 

On  the  9th  at  Woodville,  Bertie  County,  preached,  confirmed 
six  persons  and  administered  the  Communion. 

On  the  11th,  at  Scotland  E'eck,  preached  and  confirmed 
seven  persons. 

On  the  13th,  at  Tarboro',  preached  twice  and  confirmed 
seventeen  persons,  of  whom  eight  were  colored. 
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16tli,  i^reaclied  in  the  evening  at  St.  John's  Church,  Wil- 
mington, and  confirmed  six  persons. 

I  have  thus,  during  the  i^ast  year,  confirmed  in  mv  own 
Diocese,  five  hundred  and  sixteen  persons,  of  whom  sixty- 
eight  were  colored ;  and  in  Maryland  fifteen.  The  number 
confirmed  in  this  Diocese  exceeds  that  of  any  former  year  by- 
one  hundred  and  twenty-one.  The  most  considerable  increase 
has  been  in  ]^ewbern,  and  in  the  Parishes  in  Beaufort  County. 

In  that  Count}^  I  have,  during  the  Conventional  year,  con- 
firmed one  hundred  and  twenty  persons. 

I  have  baptized  during  the  same  time  in  this  Diocese  thirty- 
two  persons,  twenty-two  of  whom  were  white  infants,  five 
white  adults,  four  colored  infants  and  one  colored  adult. 

I  have  performed  five  marriages,  three  white  and  two* 
colored. 

I  have  also  consecrated  two  churches  and  received  to  the 
order  of  Deacons  four  persons  and  that  of  Priests  one. 

During  the  year  the  Diocese  has  lost  the  valuable  services 
of  the  Kev.  Wm.  E.  Snowden,  who  has  removed  to  Maryland^ 
and  of  the  Kev.  AVm.  C.  Hunter,  who  has  removed  to 
Georgia. 

The  Eev.  F.  M.  Hubbard  is  for  the  present  residing  in  the 
Diocese  of  Kew  York,  although  still  canonically  connected 
wdth  this  Diocese. 

I  have  thought  it  best  to  omit  from  the  list  of  Clergy  the 
name  of  the  Kev.  Frederick  J.  Lightbourne,  whohas  not  taken 
letters  of  dismission,  but  who  has  been  for  some  years  settled 
in  Bermuda.     "We  should  gladly  hail  his  return  to  us. 

There  have  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  during  the  year 
four  Clergymen. 

The  Kev.  George  W.  Stickney,  a  Presbyter  from  the  Dio- 
cese of  Louisiana,  now  rector  of  St.  Stephen's  Churcli,  Golds- 
borough,  and  St.  Paul's  Churcli,  Clinton. 

The  Kev.  Johannes  A.  Oertal,  a  Deacon,  from  the  Diocese 
of  ISTew  York,  now  officiating  at  Lenoir,  in  Caldwell  County. 

The  Rev.  George  T.  Wilmer,  D.  D.,  a  Presbyter,  from  the 
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Diocese  of  Alabama,  the  head  of  the  Associate  Mission  and 
Theological  School  at  Asheville  ;  and  the  Kev.  Wm.  T.  Helm, 
a  Presbyter,  from  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  who  has,  however, 
removed  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio,  althongh  his  canonical  trans- 
fer has  not  taken  place. 

The  whole  nnmber  of  Clergy  then  is  now  fifty-four,  being  I 
believe  the  largest  body  who  have  at  any  time  given  their 
labors  to  the  Diocese. 

The  number  at  the  Convention,  preceding  my  consecration^ 
having  been  thirty-six. 

The  changes  in  the  Parishes  have  been  as  follows : 

The  Pev.  Dr.  Hubbard  has  resigned  the  Pectorship  of  the 
Chapel  of  the  Cross,  Chapel  Hill,  which  place  is  now  vacant. 

The  Pev.  N.  Collin  Hughes  has  accepted  the  Pectorship  of 
St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington. 

The  Pev.  Henry  A.   Skinner  lias  resigned  the   charge  of" 
Assistant  Minister  of  St.  John's  Church,  Wilmington,  and  has 
become  the  Assistant  Minister  of  Christ  Church,  Kewbern,, 
and  also  Minister  of  St.  Mary's,  Kinston. 

The  Pev.  P.  D.  Thompson  has  resigned  the  charge  of  the 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Leaksville,  and  become  the  Pector 
of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Louisburg. 

The  Pev.  Edward  Wooten  has  accepted  the  Pectorship  of 
St.  Thomas'  Church,  Windsor,  together  with  that  of  Grace 
Church,  Woodville,  Bertie  County. 

The  Pev.  Frank  J.  Murdock  is  performing  Missionary  duty- 
very  efficiently  and  usefully  at  the  village  of  High  Shoals,  in. 
Gaston  County. 

The  Pev.  John  P.  Joyner  is  still  at  the  General  Theological 
Seminary,  which,  however,  lie  will  leave  at  the  commence- 
ment in  June  next. 

The  Pev.  Yirginius  O.  Gee  is  doing  duty  at  St.  PauFs 
Parish,  Beaufort. 

The  Pev.  Wm.  S.  Pettigrew  is  officiating  at  St.  David's 
Parish,  Washington  County. 

The  Pev.  J^eilson  Falls  has  resigned  the  Pectorship  of  St. 
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Mark's  Church,  Halifax,  and  the  Church  of  the  Savior,  Jack- 
son, and  accepted  that  of  Grace  Church,  Morganton.

During  the  last  year  I  have  been  especially  impressed  with 
the  benefits  which  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  receives  from 
regularly  organized  Convocations  of  the  Clergy. 

The  old  Albemarle  Convocation  accomplished  very  much  in 
the  work  of  building  up  the  Church  in  that  region,  and 
although  now  weakened  by  the  loss  of  some  of  its  oldest  and 
most  valuable  members,  is  still  the  instrument  of  muck  good. 

The  Pamlico  Convocation  has  been  one  of  the  chief  instru- 
ments in  bringing  about  the  gratifying  results  in  that  part  of 
the  Diocese,  to  which  I  have  already  adverted. 

Indeed,  every  one  of  these  associations  of  the  Clergy  seems 
to  be  useful  in  greater  or  less  degree.  They  give  the  Clergy 
opportunities  for  mutual  consultation  and  for  mutual  sympa- 
thy and  encouragement ;  and  they  greatly  increase  the  atten- 
dance of  the  people  and  their  interest  in  the  services  held  in 
the  different  Parishes. 

With  our  sparse  population  and  the  distances  which  separate 
the  Clergy,  there  is  danger  that  our  system  will  depart  too  far 
from  the  co-operative  principle,  and  will,  to  an  injurious 
extent,  become  congregational  rather  than  churchly. 
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One  of  the  best  remedies  for  this  evil  is  to  be  found  in  the 
use  of  Convocations,  regularly  attended  and  zealously  main- 
tained. It  opens  the  way  also  for  increased  missionary  efforts 
which  we  so  deeply  need.  I  should  be  gratified  to  see  the 
system  extended  over  the  Diocese. 

You  will  perceive  that  I  have  at  last  obtained  the  services 
of  a  Clergyman  to  be  the  head  of  the  Associated  Mission  and 
Training  School  at  Asheville.  It  is  the  Kev.  George  T.  Wilmer, 
D.  D.,  late  of  Mobile,  Alabama,  but  who  has  heretofore  served 
the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  is  believed  to  be  well  qualified 
for  the  position  he  now  occupies.  It  is  a  very  important  one. 
The  mountain  region  of  this  State  with  a  large  population  is 
as  truly  missionary  ground  as  any  in  the  United  States. 

The  people  deeply  need  religious  instruction  and  moral 
training.  They  deeply  need  consequently,  the  Gospel,  the 
Church  and  the  Ministry.  That  Ministry  must  be  supplied 
from  themselves  if  the  body  of  the  people  is  ever  to  be  reached, 
and  we  must  consequently  be  prepared  to  instruct  candidates 
for  orders,  coming  from  among  this  very  people.  Candidates 
from  the  East  will  likewise  find  Asheville  a  beautiful,  healthy 
and  cheap  place  of  residence.  It  is  very  much  to  be  desired, 
then,  for  the  interest  of  the  whole  Diocese,  that  this  mission 
and  school  shall  be  sustained,  and  I  earnestly  request  in  this 
behalf,  the  prayers  and  the  alms  of  all  who  desire  to  see  the 
success  of  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church  among  us. 

There  is  another  subject  on  which  the  state  of  the  times 
seems  to  me  to  make  it  proper  that  I  should  express  myself 
more  fully  than  I  have  heretofore  thought  necessary. 

''  The  Pastoral  letter  of  the  House  of  Bishops  of  the  late 
General  Convention,  expressed  a  judgment  on  the  subject  of 
certain  Ritualistic  practices,  from  which  judgment  there  was 
no  dissent  avowed  among  themselves.  Fully  concurring  in 
the  views  then  set  forth,  and  the  matter  assuming  almost  every 
day  increasing  magnitude  and  importance,  I  feel  it  to  be  my 
duty  to  present  to  you  the  conclusions  to  which  I  have  been 
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deal  of  anxious  reflection  thereupon. 

Kitualism,  like  most  otiier  general  terms,  is  vague,  and  may 
be  taken  in  different  senses.  There  are  those,  no  doubt,  who 
would  consider  reverence  for  the  house  of  God  and  solemnity 
and  dignity  in  its  worship  as  savoring  of  Ritualism. 

To  me  and  to  you,  however,  these  things  seem  to  flow 
necessarily  from  deep  and  enlightened  religious  feeling  and  to 
conduce  very  much,  at  the  same  time,  towards  giving  greater 
strength  and  intensity  to  such  a  feeling.  So  far  from  censur- 
ing, I  can  gladly  encourage  such  a  spirit — zeal  for  God's  house,, 
such  as  our  Saviour  exhibited,  zeal,  such  as  would  lead  us- 
willingly  to  labor  and  to  give  in  order  that  that  house  might 
be  beautiful,  if  we  could  not  make  it  grand  and  majestic.  It 
is,  I  believe,  a  sin  against  God  as  well  as  a  shame  to  us  as 
Christians,  when  the  house  which  we  have  dedicated  to  Him, 
is  permitted  to  fall  into  neglect  and  decay.  It  is  likewise  a 
mark  of  pious  feeling  that  we  should  decorate  that  house  with 
such  ornaments  as  are  appropriate  to  it  and  sanctioned  by 
rightful  authority.  It  is  right  that  the  services  there  per- 
formed, should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  frequent  and  always  orderly 
and  reverential.  It  is  right  that  the  music  heard  there,  though 
grave  and  solemn,  should  be  in  the  highest  measure  that  wo 
can  attain,  harmonious  and  impressive,  may  if  possible,  rise 
even  to  majesty  and  grandeur. 

Kone  of  these  things  seem  calculated  to  hinder  the  work  of 
God  in  the  soul  of  man,  but  rather  to  aid  it. 

But  these  are  not  the  tilings  which  are  generally  meant 
when  ritualism  is  spoken  of.  That  word  is  usually  understood 
to  indicate  the  introduction  of  usages  symbolizing  doctrines 
which  the  Church,  since  the  reformation,  has  held  to  be  erro- 
neous and  strange,  or  usages  which,  at  the  best,  have  been 
rejected  by  her  and  thereby  become  obsolete.  In  the  former 
are  to  be  reckoned  such  usages  as  prostrations  or  genuflexions 
before  the  consecrated  elements  in  the  Lord's  Supper,  the 
receiving  of  those  elements  from  the  Priest  in  the  mouth  rather 
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than  in  tlie  hand,  auricular  confession — which,  if  not  a  part  of 
Bitualism,  is  at  least  associated  with  it — Sacraments  celebrated 
in  behalf  of  the  dead  as  well  as  the  living,  and  acts  and 
services  of  the  like  nature.  In  the  second  class  are  the  use"  of 
incense  and  candles  on  the  altar  for  purposes  other  tlian  that 
of  light,  and  gorgeous  vestments  set  aside  by  the  Church  of 
England  for  three  centuries  and  never  known  among  us  until 
recently. 

The  introduction  of  usages  of  this  sort  by  an  individual 
minister  or  particular  congregation  indicates  disrespect,  if  not 
disloyalty  to  the  Church,  and,  if  persisted  in,  will  necessitate 
coercive  legislation — in  itself  an  evil,  but  less  intolerable 
than  the  evil  which  it  seeks  to  check ;  for  practices  of  the  sort 
to  Avhich  I  have  referred,  accompanied  ever  by  disrespect  for 
the  authority  of  the  Church  deepen  that  disrespect,  prepare 
men  for  apostacy  from  it,  bi^ed  discord  within  its  own  pale, 
engender  suspicion  and  aversion  to  it  in  those  beyond  its  pale, 
tend  ultimately  to  skepticism  and  irreligion,  and  so  in  many 
ways  hinder  the  progress  of  that  Gospel  which  it  is  the  mission 
of  the  Church  to  convey  everywhere  and  to  all  men. 

We  may  be  very  thankful  that  these  evils  have  prevailed 
very  little,  if  at  all,  amongst  us.  It  is  one  of  the  compensa- 
tions which  God  gives  ns  for  an  impoverished  country  iand 
suffering  people,  that  we  are  thereby  the  less  tempted  to  errors 
and  extravagances  of  this  kind.  They  are  found  chiefly  in 
great  cities  where  wealth  and  idleness  produce  a  pruriency  of 
feeling  and  taste,  demanding  to  be  gratified  with  novelties  and 
craving  for  highly  spiced  seasonings,  not  only  in  men's  feasts, 
but  also  in  their  amusements  and  even  in  their  religion.  As 
with  the  Israelites  in  the  wilderness,  it  loathes  the  manna 
which  came  down  from  Heaven  and  cries  out  for  the  flesh  pots 
of  Egypt.  Religion,  such  as  is  taught  in  the  gospel  held  by 
the  Primitive  Church,  maintained  in  the  Church  of  Enof-land 
and  our  own— a  religion  which  does  not  neglect  the  beautiful, 
but  aims  mainly  at  the  true — which  provides  for  the  gratifica- 
tion of  the  eye  and  ear,  but  addresses  itself  especially  to  the 
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soul.  Such  a  religion  appears  to  persons  possessed  by  the 
feelings  I  have  been  describing,  flat  and  insipid. 

They  crave  something  more  sensuous,  more  ornate,  more 
exciting,  and  they  find  it  in  Ritualism,  such  as  I  have  myself 
seen  in  England,  and  understand  that  it  may  be  seen  in  certain 
places  in  this  country.  I  trust  it  may  never  be  kno^vn  to 
churchmen  in  this  Diocese,  except  by  report,  and  not  long  by 
report.  It  cannot  be  questioned  that  the  weighty  interest 
entrusted  to  us,  the  Clergymen  and  Laity  of  this  Diocese,  have 
already  suffered  injury  by  Ritualistic  excesses  elsewhere.  We 
must  beware  of  increasing  the  evil  by  making  innovations 
which  may  disturb  and  unsettle  the  minds  of  our  people. 

Xo  individual  Clergyman  has  a  right,  for  his  own  gratifica- 
tion, or  that  of  part  of  his  congregation,  to  change  the  estab- 
lished worship  of  the  Church,  without  the  consent  of  his 
Diocesan,  and  against  the  wishes  of  another  part  of  the  con- 
o-reijfation. 

We  have  a  great  work  to  do  in  this  extensive  and  growing 
commonwealth.  We  have,  as  far  as  in  us  lies,  to  bring  to  the 
obedience  of  Faith,  and  to  keep  in  that  obedience,  two  races 
of  men,  some  of  whom  are  ignorant  of  the  Faith,  and  some 
prejudiced  against  it.  We  are  engaged  in  building  the  walls 
of  our  spiritual  Zion  in  troublous  times.  Shall  we  leave  our 
great  work  and  come  down  to  employ  ourselves  in  will-wor- 
ship and  shows  and  spectacles,  which  so  far  have  not  profited 
them  that  have  been  exercised  therein  ? 

The  Church  in  this  country  has  a  mighty  work  to  do  ;  out 
with  great  resources,  great  encouragements,  and  immense 
difficulties.  It  has  to  do  its  part  in  shaping  for  good  the 
destinies  of  tlie  most  powerful  Nation  existi^^g,  or  wliich  ever 
has  existed  on  Earth,  to  promote  the  temporal  and  spiritual 
welfare  of  a  population,  the  most  active,  the  most  intelligent, 
and  the  most  regardless  of  authority  known  among  men.  It 
has  to  encounter  religious  indifference  and  every  form  of 
religious  error;  Infidelity  which  is  instructed,  thoughtful, 
proud,  boastful  and   aggressive;  an  Immorality  which  is  in- 
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creasing  in  every  class  and  grade  of  society,  stairing  some  of 
the  highest  officials  in  the  land  with  bribery  and  peculations 
and  descending  to  the  pettiest  shopkeeper  who  sells  adulterated 
wares  by  false  weights  and  measures ;  an  Immorality  which 
causes  bloodshed  and  murders  to  multiply  day  by  day  and 
generally  to  go  unpunished ;  an  Immorality  which  is  dissolving 
the  most  sacred  ties  of  family-life  and  society,  under  a  vitiated 
public  sentiment  which  is  already  finding  expression  in  Anti- 
Christian  laws  on  the  subject  of  Marriage  and  Divorce. 

When  these  cruel  cancers  are  eating  into  the  very  vitals  of 
society,  are  they  to  be  cured  by  directions  as  to  the  color  and 
shape  of  the  vestments  which  Priests  are  to  wear,  or  as  to  the 
height  of  an  altar,  or  the  number  of  candles  to  be  placed  on  it, 
or  the  precise  moment  at  which  the}^  are  to  be  lighted  ?  Surely 
it  is  not  such  aid,  or  such  defenders,  that  the  time  needs.  It 
needs  the  Grace  and  Truth  brought  into  the  world  by  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord  ;  Grace  for  which  He  has  provided  means  and 
channels  in  His  Church ;  Truth  held  in  the  first  Ages, 
reaffirmed  at  the  reformation,  incorporated  into  our  Creeds, 
and  Liturgy  and  established  Ritual,  and  wliich  has  already 
done  so  much  to  bless  mankind  in  all  ages,  and  w^hich  has  been 
so  especially  fruitful  in  good,  in  England,  in  this  country, 
and  w^herever  the  Bible  and  the  Prayer  Book  have  gone 
together.'^ 

On  motion  of  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes,  that  j'art  of  the  address 
relating  to  convocations  was  referred  to  a  special  Committee 
of  tliree. 

The  Chair  appointed  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes,  Rev.  F.  W.  Hilliard 
and  John  Hughes  on  this  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  Buxton,  tliat  part  of  the  address  rela- 
ting to  the  Associate  Mission  and  Theological  Seminary  at 
Asheville,  was  referred  to  a  special  Committee  of  three. 

Rev.  J.  Buxton,  Rev.  B.  S.  Bronson  and  S.  F.  Patterson 
were  appointed  on  this  Committee. 
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The  Committee  on  Elections  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  oa  Elections  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  examined  the 
certificates  of  election  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Craven  County.  St.  Mary's  Church, 
Kinston,  and  St.  James'  Church,  Kittrells,  and  find  them  in  due  form. 

These  Parishes,  however,  having  been  stricken  from  the  list  of  Parishes  in 
imioDL  ^\-ith  the  Convention  as  appears  from  the  Journal  of  the  last  Convention, 
page  41j  the  delegates  are  not  entitled  to  seats. 

"Wehave- enquired  into  tlie  condition  of  these  Parishes  and  are  satisfied  that 
they  ai-e  bona  fide  Parishes,  as  they  have  elected  Vestrymen  and  have  Rectors 
or  Missionaries  in,  charge,  we  therefore  offer  the  following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  St.  Paul's  Clmrch,  Craven,  St,  Marj-'s  Kinston,  and  St. 
James',  Kittrells,  be  r,e-instated  in  their  former  position  as  Parishes  entitled  to 
representation   in  this-  Convention,  and   that   their  delegates  be    admitted  to

James',  Kittrell's  Springs,  took  seats  in  the  Convention  as 
Lay  Delegates.

The  amounts  received  have  been  larg-er  than  the  previous  year,  but  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Convention  in  regard  to  the  contingent  Missionary  and  Relief 
Funds  have  not  received  the  attention  which  the  wants  of  the  missionaries,  and 
the  state  of  the  finances  require. 

The  XXI  canon  of  the  Diocese  requires  one  collection  to  be  made  annually 
for  the  Education  Fund.  During  the  past  year  collections  have  been  received 
from  only  three  Parishes. 

Under  the  orders  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  I  have  purchased  $3,906  of 
8  per  cent.  Xorth    Carolina  Rail  Road  Bonds   at  a  cost  of  $3,113  80.     I   shall 
•continue  to  make  the  same  investment  of  the  balance  of  tlie  Permanent  Fund.

Otj  motion,  the  re})ort  of  the  Treasurer  was  referred  to  tlie 
Committee  on  Finance. 

The  Committee  on  a  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  (continued 
at  last  Convention)  made  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  re-appointed  at  the  last  annual  session  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  a  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  of  this  Diocese,  respectfully 
report : 
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That  it  has  not  been  able  to  efFcct  anytliing-  of  consequence  towards  tlie  crea- 
tion of  the  desired  fund. 

At  your  last  session  you  authorized  the  Committee  to  appoint  one  or  more 
Clerg\'men  to  convass  the  Diocese  in  behalf  of  the  fund,  and  in  obedience 
thereto  your  Committee  held  a  meeting  at  Tarboro'  while  the  Convention  was 
in  session,  and  after  mature  consideration  of  the  question,  of  sending  out  an 
agent  or  canvasser,  concluded  to  adopt  that  course,  and  instructed  their  Chair- 
man to  invite  the  Rev.  George  Patterson  to  undertake  this  work. 

In  compliance  with  the  desire  of  the  Committee  a  communication  was 
addressed  to  Mr.  Patterson,  during  the  summer,  requesting  him  to  commence  the 
work  about  the  first  of  November. 

Mr.  Patterson,  from  unavoidable  causes,  was  unable  to  attend  to  such  duties. 
The  Committee  was  unable  to  procure  the  services  of  any  other  canvasser,  and 
hence  really  nothing  has  been  accomplished. 

Your  Committee  are  fully  impressed  with  the  importance  as  well  as  the  mag- 
nitude of  the  work  intrusted  to  them,  and  they  desire  to  say  what  they  believe 
to  be  true,  that  such  a  fund  as  is  desired  cannot  at  this  time  be  raised  in  this 
Diocese.  Yet  they  believe  it  can  be  done  in  time,  or  as  soon  as  our  people 
recuperate  from  the  great  financial  depression  they  are  now^  suffering  from, 
and  therefore  we  recommend  the  orgaization  of  a  standing  Committee,  to  be 
known  as  the  "Episcopal  Fund  Committee,"  be  annually  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  to  take  charge  of  the  work,  and  by  continual  perseverance  it  can  be 
accomplished. 

We  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  amendment  of  Canon  XXII : 

"  Sec.  2.  For  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  creation  of  a  sufficient  Episcopal 
Fund  for  the  Diocese,  there  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Bishop  or  pre- 
siding officer  a  Committee,  to  be  known  as  the  '  Episcopal  Fund  Committee,' 
whose  duties  shall  consist  in  devising  ways  and  means  for  raising  this  fund,  and 
providing  for  its  permanent  and  safe  investment."

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The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  and 
proceeded  te  elect  the  Church  Building  Committee. 

On  motion,  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with.  Rev.  A.  A. 
Benton,  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  D.  D.,  Rev.  M.  M.  Marshall,  W. 
R.  Cox  and  G.  Y.  Strong  were  elected. 

Rev.  M.  A.  Curtis,  D.  D.,  Rev.  H.  A.  Skinner,  Rev.  Edwin 
Geer  and  Messrs.  F.  W.  Bond  and  L.  A.  Baseball  appeared  and 
took  their  seats. 

Rev.  F.  W.  Ililliard  moved  that  the  next  annual  Conven- 
tion be  held  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Edenton. 

On  motion  of  S.  L.  Fremont,  the  consideration  of  the  reso- 
lution was  made  the  special  order  for  10  o'clock,  A.  M., 
to  morrow. 

The  Convention  proceeded  to  elect  the  Education  Com- 
mittee.

The  Committee  on  Convocations  made  the  following  report  r 

The  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  address  as 
relates  to  Convocations,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  have  been  much  gratified  at  learning  from  the  Bishop  of  the 
good  which  in  his  opinion  Convocations  have  accomplished  and  are  likely  in 
the  future  to  accomplish. 

Fully  reciprocating  the  interest  manifested  by  the  Bishop  in  Convocations, 
and  the  desire  expressed  by  him  for  their  organization  on  some  common  system 
throughout  the  Diocese,  your  Committee  in  seeking  for  a  plan  by  which  this 
organization  may  be  attained  find  that  the  Convention  has  already  taken  steps 
in  this  direction.  They  find  on  page  34  of  the  Journal,  of  1867,  the  report  of 
a  Committee  on  Diocesan  Missions  appointed  at  that  Convention,  which  report 
embodies  a  scheme  for  the  division  of  the  Diocese  into  Convocations,  and  on 
page  42,  of  the  same  Journal,  they  find  that  a  resolution  was  passed  referring 
said  scheme  to  a  Committee  "  to  mature  and  put  in  operation,  at  the  earliest 
practicable  moment,  a  system  of  Convocations,  should  thej^  deem  the  same 
expedient." 

As  this  Committee  have  not  yet  matured  and  put  in  operation  any  such  sys- 
tem, and  as  the  Bishop,  who  is  their  chairman,  has  brought  the  subject  again  to 
the  attention  of  the  Convention,  it  is  jsresumed  that  the  Committee  either  desire 
to  be  discharged,  or  at  least  to  be  further  instructed  by  the  Convention.  Not 
from  any  disrespect  towards  this  Committee,  but  from  a  wish  to  simplify  the 
matter  in  hand,  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  this  Committee  should  be 
discharged.  They  are  also  of  opinion  that  the  plan  reported  to  the  Convention 
of  1867,  with  certain  modifications,  should  be  adopted  by  this  Convention. 
They  recommend  for  the  adoption  of  the  Convention  the  following  resolutions. 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  Convention  of  1867,  to 
arrange  a  system  of  Convocations,  be  discharged  from  the  consideration  of  the 
subject. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  and  is  hereby  requested  to  call  meetings  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity  within  such  limits  as  he  may  see  fit,  in  each  case,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  organizing  eight  Convocations  to  be  called  the  Convocations  of  Wil- 
mington ;  of  jSTewbern  ;  of  AVashington  ;  of  Edenton  ;  of  Raleigh ;  of  Charlotte  ; 
of  Morganton  and  of  Asheville,  respectively,  provided,  that  Convocations  now 
existing  may  be  recognized  as  already  organized  upon  admitting  the  Laity  to  a 
share  in  its  membership. 

Resolved,  That  the  Bishop  be  and  is  hereby  requested  to  delegate  to  the 
aforesaid  Convocatians,  or  their  presiding  officers,  such  powers,  as  in  consis- 
tency with  the  Constitution  and  canons  of  the  Church,  he  may  see  fit  to  give 
them. 
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Resolved.  That  while  the  authority  thus  conferred  shall  extend  over  all 
Clergymen  who  shall  become  members  of  any  convocation,  and  all  Parishes 
represented  therein,  no  Clergymen  or  Parish  shall  be  obliged,  except  b}-  their 
own  free  choice,  to  join  any  Convocation. 

Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  Convocations  shall  be  elected  by  the  Con- 
vocations themselves.

The  Committee  on  Itinerant  Missions  reported. 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  subject  of  Itinerant  Missions,  beg 
leave  respectfully  to  report, 

1st.  That  the  need  of  Itinerant  Missions  is  felt  throughout  the  Church,  finds 
frequent  expression  in  her  periodical  literature,  and  has  led  to  the  formation  of 
a  society  in  one  of  the  Dioceses  for  securing  and  supporting  Itinerants,  under 
the  name  of  Evangelists. 

2d.  That  in  our  Diocese  we  know  this  need  by  actual  observation.  "When- 
there  has  been  no  itineranc}'  the  towns  have  congregations,  perhaps,  but  the 
people  who  live  in  the  country-,  or  at  least  the  great  majority  of  them,  are 
xitterl}-  ignorant  of  the  Church.  On  the  other  hand,  where  the  Clergy  have 
been  in  part  itinerants,  the  Church  has  reached  the  rural  population  and  been 
thankfully  received  by  them. 

od.  That  while  the  emploj-ment  of  one  or  more  Clergymen  who  should  devote 
themselves  entirely  to  itinerant  labor  would  be  ver}-  desirable  if  the}"  could  be 
had.  it  is  very  evident  that  at  least  in  our  Diocese  there  are  none  to  s})are  foi- 
this  woi'k.  Therefore  we  must,  if  possible,  so  utilize  the  efforts  of  our  parochial 
i^lergy  as  to  [)rovide  for  the  pressing  emergency  so  far  as  possible  through  their 
means. 

4th.  That  even  if  men  were  engaged,  who  should  be  Itinerants  or  Evangelists 
onl}-,  it  would  be  wise  to  give  them  each  a  field  of  labor  considerabh*  smaller 
tlian  the  entire  State,  The  territory  usually  contained  within  the  limits  of  a 
.single  Convocation,  would  be  amph"  sufficient  for  any  one  man. 

5th.  That  on  the  same  or  a  similar  principle,  it  would  be  best,  under  present 
<rirtumstances,  that  the  work  of  itinerant  missions  should  be  undertaken  by 
Iwdies  smaller  than  the  whole  Diocese,  as  represented  in  Convention.  The 
several  Convocations  will  be  likely  to  be  better  able  to  i)rovide  for  this  service 
within  their  own  fields. 

Accordingly  your  Committee  reconuiu-nd  the  adc/jition  of  the  following  reso- 
lution: 

Resolved,  That  the  Convocations  of  the  Diocese,  wherever  existing,  aic- 
i'arnestl}-  urged  to  take  into  serious  consideration  the  importance  and  necessity 
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of  itinerant  missionary  labor,  and  to  provide  for  the  same  within  their  bounds, 
as  may  seem  to  them,  under  tlie  direction  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  wisest  and  best.

On  the  loth  August,  1868,  testimonials  were  signed  on  behalf  of  Frank  Mur- 
dock,  applicant  for  Deacon's  Orders.  Also,  on  behalf  of  Yirginius  O.  Gee,  appli- 
cant for  Deacon's  Orders. 

On  the  12th  of  September,  1868,  testimonials  were  signed  on  behalf  of 
X}Tnphus  A.  Pi-ice,  candidate  for  Deacon's  Orders ;  also  on  behalf  of  John  Richard 
Joyner,  to  be  admitted  to  Deacon's  Orders.  Also,  on  behalf  of  William  B.  Gor- 
don, Luther  Eborn  and  Gerard  W.  Phelps  to  be  admitted  as  candidate  for 
Priest's  Orders. 

On  the  23d  of  January,  1869,  the  assent  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  given 
to  the  consecration  of  Rev.  Richard  Croswell  Doane,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's  Church, 
Albany,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Albany,  JS^ew  York. 

The  consent  and  concurrence  of  the  Standing  Committee  was  given  to  the 
election  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Henry  Champlin  Lay,  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  south- 
west, to  be  Diocesan  of  the  Diocese  of  Easton,  Maryland.

<?entral  Xew  York, 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee,  held  during  the  Convention  on  the 
■20th  of  May,  testimonials  were  signed  for  the  following  persons:  1st.  Rev. 
Luther  Eborn,  recommending  him  for  Orders.  2d.  For  the  Rev.  E.  G.  Prout. 
and  Rev,  F.  P.  Min-dock,  to  be  received  as  candidates  for  Priest's  Orders. 

3d.  For  James  Bryan  Purcell,  M.  D.,  and  John  B.  Williams  and  Augustus 
Flythe,  to  be  admitted  candidates  for  Deacon's  Orders. 
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They  have  also  recommended  on  the  certificate  of  the  Rev,  Messrs.  Snowdor* 
and  Hilliard,  that  the  dispensation  allowed  by  Title  1,  Canon  7,  Section  11,  be 
granted  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Haughton,  and  that  he  be  received  as  a  candi- 
date for  Priest's  Orders.

Rev.  J.  H.  Tillinghast  moved  that  the  Unfinished  Business 
reported  by  the  Committee  on  that  subject,  be  made  the  spe- 
cial order  for  10  o'clock,  A.  M.  to-morrow  ;  which  was  agreed 
upon. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  made  their  report: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined  the 
Treasurer's  Report  and  accompanying  accounts,  and  find  them  to  be  correct,, 
and  the  disbursements  sustained  by  proper  vouchers. 

They  are  gratified  to  find  that  the  amounts  received  by  contributions  to  the 
various  funds  of  the  Diocese  have  increased  during  the  past  year,  except  in  case 
of  the  Relief  Fund,  which  is  somewhat  less  than  for  the  year  previous. 

The  contributions  to  the  Fund  for  the  Episcopate  and  Contingent  Expenses, 
have  increased  $663.38  over  the  last  year.  The  increase  over  the  previous  year  in 
the  case  of  the  Fund  for  Support  of  the  Missionaries  is  $621.31. 

The  Committee  regret  that  in  the  case  of  the  Education  Fund  the  increase 
lias  been  very  slight. 

In  view  of  this  state  of  Finances  the  Committee  see  no  reason  to  make  any 
alteration  in  the  mode  of  collections,  and  recommend  the  continuance  of  the- 
system  now  in  operation  by  resolution  of  the  Convention. 

It  appears  from  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  that  three  Parishes  only  have 
contributed  to  the  Education  Fund.  The  Committee  would  call  the  attention 
of  the  Rectors  of  Parishes  to  the  XXI  Canon  of  the  Diocese,  which  requires  ani 
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annual  collection  to  be  made  in  every  Parish  in  behalf  of  this  fund,  and  would 
also  remind  them  of  the  increased  obligation  upon  the  Parishes  to  contribute  to 
it,  arising-  from  the  fact  stated  by  the  Bishop,  that  there  are  a  large  number  of 
applicants  for  aid  from  this  fund. 

The  Committee  find  in  the  Treasurer's  Report  no  account  of  the  Permanent 
Episcopal  Fund.  They  recommend  that  an  account  be  annually  rendered  of 
this  fund,  together  with  the  mode  of  its  investment,  and  a  list  of  the  securities,

Georgia,  Iowa,  Kentucky-,  Louisiana,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Michigan,  Minne- 
sota, Mississippi,  Nebraska,  Xew  Hampshire,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  South  Car- 
olina, Texas,  Vermont,  Virginia,  Missouri  and  Western  Ncav  York. 

The  qualifications  required  in  the  above  Dioceses,  may  be  distributed  under 
six  general  heads : 

L  Sex. 

2.  Age. 

3.  Membership  of  the  congregation. 

4.  Membership  of  the  Church. 

5.  Contribution,  whether  by  subscrii)tion  or  by  assessment  on  pews. 

6.  Signature  of  articles  of  association. 

These  conditions  of  suffrage  and  their  combination  have  been  found  to  con- 
stitute more  than  40  varieties  of  qualification.  In  one  instance  (Missouri,)  it  is 
required  that  the  voter  be  a  communicant.  In  others  to  have  signed  articles  of 
association.  In  others  any  contribution,  however  small,  to  the  expenses  of  the 
Parish  is  sufiicient.  In  many  cases  it  is  not  necessary  that  the  voter  shall  have 
been  baptized.  California,  Georgia,  Iowa,  Maine,  Minnesota  and  Vermont 
require  the  voters  in  all  instances  to  be  males.  The  same  six  Dioceses  with  the 
addition  of  Virginia,  require  him  to  be  an  adult.  Virginia,  however,  seems  to 
permit  other  than  males  to  vote.  Missouri  requires  that  he  be  both  a  male  and 
of  adult  j-ears  ;  except  where  express  provision  to  the  contrary  is  made  by  the 
Parish.  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia  require  the  voter  to 
be  a  contributor  to  the  expenses  of  the  Parish.  In  California,  Delaware, 
(rcorgia,  Kentucky,  Nebraska  and  Ohio  the  voter  must  be  either  a  contributor 
or  a  communicant. 

"With  such  variations  of  Diocesan  provision  it  is  difficult  to  argue  from  usage 
of  the  Church  in  this  country,  and  it  is  almost  equally  out  of  the  question  to 
argue  from  the  usages  of  theCluirch  elsewhere,  circumstances  are  so  diftVrent 
from  our  own. 

The  Committee,  therefore,  feel  that  in  reconnnending  an\'  measure  for  North 
Carolina  they  must  take  counsel  of  tlieir  own  sense  of  proi)riety  and  order,  and 
consult  the  special  circumstances  of  the  Church  in  their  own  Diocese. 

The  Committee  are  not  aware  that  serious  difficulty  has  arisen  in  any  Parish 
under  the  present  rule  of  the  ('hurch  in  this  Diocese,  which  provides  that  in 
all  newly  organized  Parishes  the  voters  at  Parochial  elections  shall  be  adult 
male  members  of  the  Parish,  who  sliall  have  subscribed  to  a  declaration  that 
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they  will  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, and  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  leaving  it  at  the  option  of  Parishes 
previously  organized  to  continue  the  customs  already  existing. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  no  change  be  made  in  the  Constitution  on 
this  subject,  and  the  Committee  beg  to  be  discharged  from  its  further  consider- 
ation.

The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted  and  the  Com- 
jinittee  was  discharged. 

The  Committee  on  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  rela- 
ting to  convocations  withdrew  their  original  report  and  offered 
the  following  : 

Your  Committee  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  portions  of  the 
Bishop's  address  relating  to  convocations,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  heartil}-  concurs  with  and  endorses  the 
approval  of  convocations  expressed  by  the  Bishop  in  his  annual  address. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Associate  Mission  and 
Training  School  at  Ashevillo,  was  read. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  address  con- 
.  cerning  the  Associate  Mission  and  school  at  Asheville,  respectfully  report : 

That  the  importance  of  this  enterprise  to  the  welfare  of  the  Diocese,  particu- 
larly the  west  or  its  missionary  part,  must  be  apparent  to  all  who  consider  the 

•  circumstances  of  tlfe  case. 

A  vast  tract  of  country  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge,  comprising  about  one-seventh 

■  of  the  whole  State  in  surface,  and  some  100,000  people  within  14  Counties,  is  in 
.  almostutterlji  destitute  condition,  so  far  as  the  ministrations  of  this  Church  are 

■  concerned,  numbering  but  two  or  three  ministers,  and  hardly  100    communi- 

•  cants  through  the  length  and  breadth  of  it. 

But  this  Church  providentially  finds  itself  in  possession  of  property  which 
can  be  advantageously  used  toward  supplying  this  destitution,  under  proper 
-management.  It  consists  of  thirteen  acres  and  a  large  brick  building  in  the 
■vvillage  of  Asheville. 
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V        The  institution  is  without   endowment  and  juust  depend  for  its    support,  for 
the  present  at  least,  upon  the  charities  of  tlie  Church, 

There  are  warm  friends  of  this  enterprise  who  have  advised  the  sale  of  this 
property,  with  the  consent  of  the  original  donors,  and  the  proceeds  be  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  accessible  and  adjoining  the  village  that  may  form  a 
basis  for  the  permanent  self-sui.port  of  the  institution,  but  it  is  believed  by  your 
Committee  that  the  original  site  will  be  suitable  enough  for  the  purposes 
designed,  provided  15  or  100  acres  of  land,  within  a  mile  at  the  farthest,  can  be 
bought  for  wood  and  cultivation.  It  is  thought  that  8200  per  annum  ought  to 
supply  all  the  expenses  of  a  student  in  an  institution  like  this,  including  cloth- 
ing^ And  the  opportunity  afforded  of  working  with  their  own  hands  for  sup- 
port a  portion  of  their  time,  if  improved,  would  materially  reduce  the  amount 
even  of  these  expenses. 

It  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  the  judgment  of  your  Committee,  that  the 
cost  of  living  should  be  reduced  to  the  very  lowest  point  in  an  institution  whicli 
seeks  to  build  up  this  Church  among  the  masses  of  the  people,  by  rearing  up  a 
native  ministry  out  of  their  own  midst. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  not  thought  expedient  that  the  missionary  funds  of  the 
Diocese  should  be  drawn  upon  to  contribute  to  the  support  of  this  mission, 
which  ought  to  be  strong  enough  in  its  claims  to  make  its  own  proper  appeal  to 
the  private  charities  of  the  friends  of  the  Church  in  this  and  other  Dioceses. 
Institutions  of  this  nature  elsewhere,  as  in  the  northwest,  as  soon  as  they  have 
progressed  in  their  work  and  commended  themselves  to  the  confidence  of  the 
Church,  by  patient  and  self-denying  toil,  have  been  found  to  attract  the  interest 
of  the  Church  at  large,  in  general  and  special  donations  throughout  the  whole 
country,  and  it  is  not  doubted  that  the  same  results  will  follow  upon  the  labors 
of  faithful  men  to  whose  hands  the  management  of  this  work  may  be  committed. 
All  will  depend,  under  God,  upon  the  men  themselves  who  are  engaged  in  this 
work. 

Failure  here  is  impossible  to  men  of  the  old  primitive  and  Apostolic  stamp 
that  we  read  of  in  the  missionary  and  training  labors  recorded  in  the  Book  of 
Acts ;  that  journal  of  the  first  missionaries  of  the  Church,  nt  a  time  too,  and  in 
a  region  where  great  interest  has  been  awakened  in  the  Church,  and  the  public 
mind  awakened  to  the  consideration  of  the  question,  what  after  all  its  claims 
this  Church  can  do  towards  the  supply  of  the  religitms  merits  of  this  j)eople: 
whether  she  is  worthy,  by  her  Apostolic  spirit  and  labors  to  enter  into  the 
harvest  of  the  rich  fields  spread  out  before  her,  to  the  glory  of  (iod  and  tlio  sal- 
vation of  souls. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  Conmiittee,  at  least  three  (8)  missionaries  are  re<juir(!<] 
to  give  efficacy  to  the  plan  of  an  Associated  Mission.  That  is  the  number  thai 
Nashotah,  one  of  our  most  eminent  missions  of  this  kind  started  with  ;  and  it  is 
a  suitable  number  as  well  for  a  plan  of  sufficiently  extensive  missionary  opera- 
tions, at  the  outset,  as  for  the  needful  purposes  of  mutual  sujtport  and  encour- 
agement. 
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Without  extending  these  remarks  further,  the  Committee  beg  leave  to  add 
the  following  resolutions : 

1.  That  at  least  three  missionaries  be  placed  by  the  Bishop  in  the  mission  at 
Asheville,  so  soon  as  funds  may  be  provided  for  their  support ;  and  for  the  pro- 
viding of  the  requisite  means  of  their  support,  the  interest  of  the  friends  of  this 
work  is  earnestly  solicited, 

2.  That  the  purchase  of  100  acres  of  land  for  the  benefit  of  the  mission,  is 
hereby  presented  as  a  most  desirable  object  to  the  charities  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese. 

3.  That  an  agent  be  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  if  he  approve,  who  shall  present 
the  subject  of  the  Associate  Missions  and  Training  School  to  the  attention  of 
Churchmen.

Tiie  resolutions  of  the  Committee  were  read  and  adopted, 
seriatim. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Itinerant  Missions  was 
taken  up.  and  the  resolution  offered  was  passed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church  was 
read : 

The  Conmiittee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  begs  leave  to  report  that  they  are 
unable  to  present  a  correct  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  from 
the  fact  that  some  Parishes  have  failed  to  send  in  their  reports. 

It  is  evident,  however,  from  the  address  of  the  Bishop  and  the  reports  which 
liave  been  laid  before  the  Conunittee,  the  Chin-ch  is  steadily  if  not  rapidly 
advancing  in  the  various  parts  of  the  Diocese.  During  the  conventional  year, 
there  have  been  822  baptisms,  viz:  649  infants  and  173  adults.  Confirmations 
516.  The  number  of  catechumens  have  increased,  and  the  number  of  communi- 
cants now  number  3,200.     Marriages  164.     Funerals  229. 

There  are  fourteen  (14)  candidates  for  Orders.  One  Deacon  has  been  ad- 
vanced to  the  Priesthood ;  four  candidates  for  Orders  have  been  ordained  Dea- 
cons ;  four  Clergymen  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese,  and  two  have  been 
transferred  to  other  Dioceses.  The  Committee  desire  to  return  thanks  to  the 
Bishop  for  his  clear  and  decided  views  on  the  subject  of  Ritualism,  and  they 
trust  that  the  Clergy  throughout  the  Diocese  will  be  guided  in  their  conduct  by 
those  views  inasmuch  as  such  a  course  will  tend  much  to  preserve  the  harmony 
and  unity  which  has  been  justly  the  glory  of  the  Church  in  North  Carolina.  The 
Committee  also  trust  that  the  Convention  will  give  their  sanctions  to  the  con- 
vocations as  recommended  by  the  Bishop,  being  persuaded  that  such  convoca- 
tions will  grertly  assist  the  missionary  operations  of  the  Diocese,  and  thus 
greatly  extend  the  Church.

The  Missionary  Fund  at  the  present  time  is  derived  from  the  annual  contri- 
butions of  the  Parishes  under  the  second  resolution  of  the  last  Convention  and 
collections  made  by  the  Bishop  for  this  Fund  in  his  visitations  to  the  Parishes. 
The  Committee  report,  with  pleasure,  that  during  the  past  year  the  contribu- 
tions have  increased  to  an  extent  that  is  verj^  encouraging. 

"While  the  amount  received  this  year,  as  well  as  the  number  of  Parishes  con- 
tributing has  increased,  the  Committee  would  remind  the  Convention  that 
this  improved  state  of  the  fund,  has  allowed  them  to  give  only  $100  to  each 
missionary.  It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  this  small  stipend  should  be  largely- 
increased. 

And  this  not  merely  that  the  missionary  may  be  relieved  from  privations,  but 
because  the  interests  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  demand  that  the  mind  of  the- 
minister  of  God  should  not  be  distracted  by  the  trouble  of  inadequate  support,, 
which  unfits  him  for  efficient  work  in  the  Master's  cause. 

The  men  who  receive  this  money  have  the  claim  upon  us,  not  only  beino-  the 
ministers  of  God,  but  are  men  whose  lives  appeal  to  the  heart  of  the  Church, 
They  have  been  tried  and  found  faithful.  Can  a  generous  christian  people  with- 
hold from  such  men  anything  which  it  is  in  their  power  to  give  ?  Can  a  people 
be  truly  christian  unless  they  are  generous  and  liberal  in  giving  to  the  cause  of 
Christ. 

In  former  years  there  existed  a  Permanent  Missionary  Fund,  which,  though 
not  large,  was  gradually  increasing  by  donations  from  those  who  had  the  mis- 
sionary cause  at  heart. 

This  Fund  was  invested  in  stocks  which  have  been  rendered  useless  by  the 
events  of  the  war.  This  matter  is  mentioned  here,  with  the  hope  of  suggesting 
to  the  minds  of  the  Churchmen  of  the  Diocese,  the  advantage  and  importance 
of  such  a  fund.

On  the  first  Sunda}",  November,  1868,  I  took  charge  of  the  Memorial  Chapel 
which  is  attached  to  our  Parochial  school  building  in  the  part  of  Kewbern 
which  is  inhabited  principally  by  the  poorer  class  of  our  population,  I  have 
read  prayers  and  preached  regularly  morning  and  evening  in  the  above  men- 
tioned Chapel.     On  Wednesday  night  of  each  week  I  have  read  prayers  and 
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preached  at  private  houses,  usually  Jiaving  a  large  congregation — sometimes 
more  than  the  house  would  hold.  I  have  a  flourishing  Sunday  School  in  con- 
nection with  the  Chapel  numbering  over  50  pupile,  composed  principally  of  the 
children  of  the  Charity  School. 

Our  Parochial  School,  of  which  Rev.  E.  M.  Forbes  is  Rector  and  I  am  head- 
master, numbers  157  pupils.  Above  one-third  of  these  are  charity  scholars. 
The  school  is  opened  each  day  with  the  full  morning  service.  All  the  children 
take  part  in  the  singing,  being  taught  in  this  branch  by  two  of  our  ladies  free 
of  charge.

By  an  appeal  to  friends  abroad  and  the 
co-operation  of  frienns  at  home,  we  have  been  enabled  to  liquidate  the  debt 
against  the  Church,  wliicli  was  consecrated  in  April  last.     An  effort  is  now  being 
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made  to  purchase  an  organ.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Col.  R.  S.  Goelet  for 
his  great  efficiency  in  the  capacity  of  Lay  Reader.  "We  are  also  indebted  to 
the  vestry  of  St.  Paul's,  Edenton,  for  the  present  of  a  furnace,  which  came  too 
late  to  be  used  during  cold  weather. 

In  consequence  of  having  no  way  of  heating  the  Church,  the  Sunday-  School 
was  suspended  during  the  winter,  but  has  recently  been  resumed  under  the 
direction  of  one  of  the  lady  members  of  the  Parish.

The  contributions  for  Parochial  objects  are  not  mentioned  for  the  reason  that 
they  have  been  mainly  for  the  support  of  the  Rector,  whose  salary  it  is  not 
usual  to  include  in  the  Parochial  reports.  This  Parish  has  been  trying  for  the 
past  year  the  Free  Church  system,  pure  and  simple,  depending  for  the  payment 
of  its  minister  upon  the  weekly  offertory.  The  success  of  this  system  may  be 
estimated  by  the  fact  that  a  larger  sum  has  been  received  than  was  obtained 
fi-om  pew  rents  the  previous  year.  Its  effect  has  likewise  been  observed  in  a 
rapid  increase  in  the  size  of  the  ordinary  congregations,  and  a  very  great  im- 
provement in  the  tone  and  spirit  of  the  Parish.  The  loss  by  death  has  been 
severe.  Few  heavier  bereavements  could  befall  an}'  Parish,  than  we  have  suf- 
fered in  the  removal  from  the  earth  of  Mrs.  Henrietta  E.  Page.

This  Parish  continues  to  suffer  by  removals,  owing  mostly  to  its  depressetJ 
(;()mmercial  condition.  It  is  encouraging,  however,  I  think,  to  be  able  to  report 
that  the  loss  in  niimbers  has  been  more  than  made  up  during  the  year  by  addi- 
tions to  the  communion  from  the  home  poi^ulation,  and  that  the  average  atten- 
dance at  the  Holy  Communion  appears  to  be  greater  than  in  the  more  prosperous, 
times  of  the  Parish.  Of  the  number  of  baptisms  reported,  three  took  place  at 
Rockfish,  and  twenty-four  more  of  children  belonging  to  the  Parochial  School, 
which  continues  in  operation  by  means  of  the  effouts  of  the  Ladies  Benevolent 
Society  of  the  Parish.  During  the  year,  they  have  built  a  neat  School  House- 
in  rear  of  the  Church,  fitted  it  up  comfortably  and  furnished  it  with  diagrams  •. 
and  cards  suited  to  convey  secular  and  religious  knwvledge  to  the  minds  of  the 
young.  The  children  seem  devoted  to  the  School,  and  the  whole  effect  of  the 
care  bestowed  upon  them,  and  the  interest  taken  in  them  has  been,  I  think,  to 
conciliate  much  good  feeling  towards  the  Church  in  the  minds  of  their  parents 
and  friends. 

The  School  for  colored  children  continues  full  in  numbers,  and  the  children 
make  gratifying  progress.  There  is  a  Sunday  School  kept  up  by  Mrs.  Hall  in  ■■ 
•connexion  with  the  day  school,  numbering  from  fifty  to  seventy-five  scholars. 
The  colored  people  in  this  Parish  seem  to  have  a  kindly  feeling  towards  the 
Church,  as  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  number  of  Communicants,  tho'  small  aft 
most,  has  doubled  since  the  war ;  and  the  attendance  on  the  worship  of  the 
Church  has  increased.  I  regret  that  my  health  does  not  allow  me  to  give  them 
a  service  regularly  on  Sunday.  I  think  a  goodly  congregation  could  soon  be 
gathered  from  this  class  by  a  zealous  and  judicious  minister.

The  undersigned  reports  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  that  he  is  still  in 
Catawba  County,  where  he  has  been  residing  on  his  farm  since  July,  1864. 
Though  incapacitated  through  hoarseness  and  feebleness  of  voice,  for  the  con- 
stant discharge  of  his  calling,  he  has  not,  he  trusts,  during  these  several  years, 
been  unmindful  or  needlessly  negligent  of  his  official  duty.  Such  previous  acts 
as  he  has  found  opportunity  of  performing  have  been  reported  to  preceding 
Conventions. 

During  the  last  year  he  has  officiated  two  or  three  times  in  Xewton,  and  occa- 
sionally assisted  in  the  services  at  Charlotte  and  Lincolnton,  where  he  resorts 
as  often  as  circumstances  have  admitted,  for  the  purpose  of  participating  in  the 
services  and  communion  of  the  Church.  During  the  last  3'ear  he  has  baptized 
one  child,  has  visited  the  sick  and  officiated  around  him  as  opportunity  offered, 
and  used  his  best  endeavors  among  such  members  of  the  Church  as  he  has 
found  dispersed  around  the  country,  to  disseminate  the  knowledge  of  her  prin- 
ciples, and  to  keep  alive  the  spii'it  of  christian  piety.

In  connection  with  the  Parish  12  poor  children  are  supplied  with  oppor- 
tunities of  education  at  an  excellent  school.  Besides  this  there  had  been 
maintained  for  several  months,  by  some  of  the  ladies  of  the  Parish  a  weekly 
industrial  free  school  at  which  about  90  children  (with  an  average  attendance 
of  from  35  to  40)  have  been  instructed  in  needle-work. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Sunday  School  instruction  the  children  of  the 
Parish  are  publicly  catechized  in  the  Church  and  in  the  presence  of  the  con- 
gregation once  a   month.

COIs^STITUTIOlN^ 


ARTICLE  I. 
The  Church  in  thia  Diocese  accedes  to  and  adopts  the  Constitution  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  as  set  forth  in 
(jleneral  Convention  thereof,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese, at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  determhied  by  the  next  preceding  Con- 
vention, or,  in  the  event  of  no  such  determination,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in 
May,  at  such  place  as  may  be  agreed  npon  by  tiie  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee. 

Sec.  2.  But  the  time  or  place  of  sucli  meeting  may  be  changed,  or  special 
Convention  called,  by  tlie  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese,  subject  never- 
theless to  such  canonical  provisions  as  may  hereafter  be  made. 

Sec.  3.  Provided  that  no  special  Convention  shall  be  called  withotit  at  least 
sixty  days'  notice,  wliich  notice  shall  be  published  for  at  least  one  month  in 
three  different  newspapers  of  the  State,  and  shall  specify  the  business  and  pur- 
pose for  which  said  special  Convention  is  to  be  called,  and  upon  that  alone  it 
shall  act. 

ARTICLE  III. 
•  Sec.  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  the  two  orders,  Clerical  and  Lay. 
Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one,  or  the  Bishop  in  charge,  as  representing  th.e  Episcopal  authority, 
shall,  if  present,  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Convention. 


2 

Sec.  3.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  having  been  for  twelve  calendar 
months  before  any  meeting  of  the  Convention  canonically  connected  with  the 
Diocese,  either  as  a  Clergyman  or  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  shall  be  entitled  to 
a  seat  and  vote  in  the  same.  • 

Sec.  4.  Each  regularly  organized  Parish  in  union  with  the  Convention  shall 
be  entitled  to  be  represented  at  its  sessions  by  one  or  more  delegates,  not  exceed- 
ing four,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  from  among  the  baptized  persons  of  good 
moral  standing  in  said  Parish.  Aiid  each  Vestry  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  in 
addition  four  alternate  delegates,  subject  to  the  same  qualifications,  who  shall 
be  authorized,  in  the  order  of  their  election,  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur 
in  the  delegation  originally  chosen.  Provided,  that  no  person,  clerical  or  lay, 
under  ecclesiastical  censure,  publicly  declared  by  a  competent  tribunal,  shall  be 
admissible  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention. 

Sec,  5.  If  any  Parish  shall  neglect  or  decline  to  appoint  delegates,  or  if  any  of 
those  appointed  shall  neglect  or  be  prevented  from  attending,  such  Parish  shall 
nevertheless  be  bound  by  the  acts  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Sec.  1.  The  Convention  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  election  of  its  own 
members.     It  shall  have  power  to  adopt  rviles  of  order  for  its  own  government, 
elect  otficers  and  raise  funds,  and  shall  also  have  such  other  legislative  powers 
as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  well-being  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  Convention  shall  have  no  pow^^er  to  pass  any  Canon  infringing  the 
Episcopal  authority,  or  afiecting  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  Diocese,  against 
the  express  dissent  of  the  Bishop:  Provided,  that  said  dissent  shall  be  expressed 
at  that  or  the  ensuing  Annual  Convention. 

Sec.  3.  But  this  shall  not  prevent  the  Convention  from  offering,  independents 
ly  of  the  Bishop,  resolutions  of  advice  or  inquiry,  or  from  any  proceedings  neces- 
sary for  the  purposes  of  impeachment. 

ARTICLE  V. 
To  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  purpose  of  ordinary  business,  the  presence  of 
one-third  of  all  the  Paroclual  Clergy,  and  of  delegates  from  one-third  of  all  the 
Parislies  entitled  to  representation  as  appearing  on  the  Journal  of  the  preceding 
vear,  shall  be  necessary.  Any  less  number,  however,  shall  be  competent  to  re- 
ceive reports  and  to  adjourn. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
Seel.  Upon  any  question  before  the  C^mvention,  when  it  may  be  required 
by  any  one  clerical  member,  or  by  the  delegation  present  of  any  one  Parish,  the 
two  orders  shall  vote  separately.  And  in  all  cases  of  a  vote  by  orders,  each 
clerical  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote,  and  each  delegation  shall  also  be 
entitled  to  one  vote,  and  a  concurrence  of  majorities  of  both  orders  shaU  be 
necessary  to  a  decision.  When  no  such  division  is  called  for,  each  member  of 
the  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  otherwise  unanimously  ordered. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
Sec.  1,  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  a  President,  (who  shall  be  a 
Presbyter  of  the  Diocese,)  a  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer. 


Sec.  2.  Should  there  at  any  time  bo  no  such  election,  then  the  oflScers  last 
"before  elected  shall  hold  over  till  such  election  shall  be  had. 

Sec.  3.  Should  tho  ofRce  of  Secretary  or  that  of  Treasurer  beccme  vacant,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  at  any  time  preceding  the  annual  election,  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority  shall  be  empowered  to  appoint  some  person  to  fill  the  vacancy  till 
such  time  as  an  election  shall  be  had,  who  shall  be  competent  to  all  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  office  as  if  regularly  elected  thereto. 

ARTICLE  YIII. 

Sec.  1.  A  Standing  Committee  or  Council  of  Advice  to  the  Bishop,  of  not  less 
than  five  persons,  shall  be  annually  elected  by  the  Convention.  A  majority  of 
said  Committee  shall  at  all  times  be  Clergymen  of  the  Diocese,  and  no  Layman 
not  a  commxmicant  shall  be  a  member  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur 
ia  their  own  body  between  the  Annual  Meetings  of  tiie  Convention. 

Sec.  o.  When  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  Ec- 
clesiastical Authority  of  the  Diocese,  and,  as  such,  may  invite  the  temporary 
services  of  other  Bishops,  and,  for  due  cause,  may  change  the  time  or  place  of 
the  Annual  Meetings  of  the  Convention.  They  may  also  summon  special  Con- 
ventions when  there  is  no  Bishop,  and  shall  do  so  upon  the  call  of  one-third  of 
the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  or  of  one-tliird  of  the  Parishes  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention, as  appearing  upon  the  lists  of  tho  Journal  last  before  published.  And 
although  there  be  a  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  power  to  call 
special  Conventitms  for  the  purpose  of  proceedings  relative  to  his  impeachment, 
and  shall  do  so  upon  a  similar  requisition  by  the  Clergy  or  Laity. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

Se<?.  1.  Any  ten  or  more  Adults  may  organize  themselves  into  a  Parish  and 
be  received  into  union  with  the  Convention,  by  taking  such  steps  as  may  be 
provided  for  by  Canon. 

Sec.  2.  Provided  that  it  shall  always  be  competent  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Au- 
thority of  the  Diocese,  Avith  the  consent  of  the  Rector  of  any  Parish,  to  establish 
within  the  limits  of  said  Parish,  independent  Missionary  congregations,  whose 
pastors  shall  be  independent  of  the  Rector  and  responsible  only  to  tlie  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  In  all  Parocliial  elections  none  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  but  males  of 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  members  of  the  Parish,  vrlio  shall  have  subscribed 
a  declaration  in  the  following  words,  viz: 

We,  the  undersigned,  do  hereby  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  General  Convention,  and  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese.  [See  Canon  xiv.]  Provided, 
that  this  section  shall  not  be  taken  to  infringe  upon  the  existing  customs  of  any 
already  organized  Parish. 

Sec.  4.  Any  Parish  ceasing  to  elect  Delegates  to  the  Convention  for  tv,"o  suc^ 
cessive  years,  or  any  Parish  resisting  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  may  be 
suspended  from  the  right  of  representation,  or  its  connection  with  the  Conven- 
tion dissolved  by  a  vote  of  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  each  order  entitled  to  seats. 
But  such  suspension  or  dissolution  shall  never  take  place  vnthout  previous  in- 


quirj  bj  a  Committee  appointed  for  tlio  puv]i(ipe.  anrl  a  report  u])on  the  facts  oi 
the  case. 

ARTICLE  X. 

Sec,  1.  Any  Presbyter  regularly  called  to  the  charge  of  a  Parir^h  and  eutering^ 
thereupon,  sliall,  during  the  time  of  such  charge,  be  lield  tob(^  the  Rector  of  said 
Parish. 

Sec.  2.  The  Rector  is  recognized  as  liavijig,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  the  exclu- 
sive regulation,  under  his  canonical  superiors,  of  all  the  spiritual  concerns  of  the 
Parish:  as  being  entitled  at  all  times  to  have  access  to  the  Church  building,  and 
to  op'-i\  the  same  for  rhr  service  or  instruction  of  this  Church,  as  he  may  deem 
l)rope: ;  to  call  mer.tings  of  the  Vestry  or  congregatioji;  whim  ])resent.  to  preside 
in  tile  same,  and,  in  case  of  a  tie,  to  give  the  casting  vote. 

ARTICLE  XI. 
The  (.'ouvemion  sjiall  juiss  Canons  for  the  trial  of  Clergymen. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Sec.  1.  When  a  Bishop  is  to  be  elected,  the  Convention  shall  always  vote  in 
distinct  orders,  and  on  this  wise:  The  Clergy,  by  a  majority  of  all  in  the  Diocese 
entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  shall  nominate,  by  ballot,  a  Presbyter  for  the 
office;  and  tlie  concurrence,  by  ballot,  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Parishes  in  union 
Avith  the  Convention,  shall  complete  the  election. 

Sec.  2.  In  tlie  election  of  a  Bisho]),  or  upon  any  question  touching  the  same, 
no  Clergyman  who  shall  have  become  canonically  connected  with  the  Diocese 
during  the  vacancy  in  the  Ei)iscopate,  and  no  Parish  which  shall  have  been  re- 
ceived into  nnion  with  the  Convention  during  such  vacancy,  shall  be  permitted 
to  vote. 

ARTICLE  XIII. 
No  new  Canon  shall  be  ])assed,  nor  shall  any  existing  Canon  be  amended,, 
upon  the  day  uiwn  which  said  new  Canon  or  amendment  may  be  proposed,  with- 
out unanimous  consent.  Nor,  without  a  similar  consent,  shall  the  question  upon 
sucli  (-nn(n\  or  amendmmt  l)e  finally  put  witliout  ])revious  reference  to  a  C'om- 
mittee. 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Sec.  L  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  am.ended  Avithout, 

First:  A  concurrent  vote  of  a  majority  of  both  orders  present  at  one  Annual 
Convention  proposing  said  alteration. 

Second:  The  adoption  of  the  proposed  alteration  or  amendment,  at  the  next 
ensuing  Annual  Convi^ntion,  by  a  majority  of  all  the  Clergy  and  of  all  the 
Parishes  entitled  to  seats  in  said  Convention. 

Soc.  2.  Provided,  that  the  consideration  of  th(^  jiroposed  amendment  may  al- 
ways be  postponed  to  the  next  Annual  Convention,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of 
both  orders  present. 

AR.TI(T.E  XV. 
This  Constitution  shall  go  into  effect  from  and  afterthe  adjournment  of  this 
Convention,

CANON  I.— Change  of  timp:  ok  place  o¥  meeting  of  Convention. 

Whenever  the  prevalence  of  an  epidemic,  or  contagions  disease,  or  other  suf- 
ficient canse,  sliall  render  it  necessary,  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese 
may  change  the  place  and  time  of  meeting  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 

CANON  II. — List  of  Members  of  Convention. 

Section  1. — Clekgy. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  before  the  opening 
of  the  Annual  Convention,  to  apply  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  for  a  correct 
list  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats.  Such  list  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
said  title,  and  from  it  the  Secretary  shall  pre]>are  tli*^  Roll  for  the  purpose  of  or- 
ganization. 

Sec.  2. — Laity. — The  Secretaries  of  the  -several  Parish  A'ostries  electing  Lay 
Delegates  to  the  Convention,  shall  furnish  three  certificates  of  said  election, 
whereof  one  shall  be  handed  to  the  Delegates  elect,  one  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Convention,  and  one  to  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  where  the 
Convention  is  to  be  held-^the  latter  two  to  be  mailed  at  least  two  weeks  before 
the  time  appointed  for  the  opening  of  the  session.  From  these  certificates  the 
Secretary  shall  i^repare  a  list  of  Lay  Delegates,  to  be  called  at  the  opening  of  the 
Convention;  nor  shall  he  insert  any  name  upon  the  roll  without  the  evidence  of 
one  of  said  certificates,  unless  specially  directed  to  do  so  by  the  Convention. 
Defective  or  doubtful  certificates  shall  be  laid  aside  to  be  acted  upon  after  the 
Convention  shall  have  organized. 

CANON  III.— Sekvices. 
At  the  opening  of  the  Convention,  Divine  Service  sliall  be  celebrated  and  the 
Holy  Conmiunion  administered;  and  a  Sermon  shall  be  preached  by  some  Clergy- 
man appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

CANON  IV.— Rules  of  Order. 

The  Convention  shall  adopt  Rules  of  Order,  which  shall  continue  in  force  till 
altered. 

CANON  v.— President. 
The  President  sliall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Convention,  in  the  absence 
of  a  Bishop  competent  to  do  so,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

CANON  VI.— Secretary. 
The  Secretary  shall  issue  the  prescribed  notices  of  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Convention,  and  in  case  of  special  meetings  of  the  same,  or  of  a  change  in  the 
time  or  place  of  the  regular  meeting,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority,  issue  notices  thereof.  He  shall  prepare  the  canonical  lists  of  the 
Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  entitled  to  seats  therein.  In  the  absence  of  both 
Bishop  and  President,  he  shall  call  the  Convention  to  order  for  the  purpose  of 


organization.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  proceedings  under  its  direction;  sliall 
prepare  and  issue  its  journals;  and  sliall  preserve,  and  have  ready  for  reference,, 
all  papers  belonging  to  the  same,  not  specially  given  into  other  hands. 

CANON  VII.— TkeasuTvER. 
The  Treasurer  shall  have  custody  of  all  funds  or  moneys  belonging  to  the 
Diocese;  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Convention,  receive,  invest  and  disburse 
the  same,  and  shall  keep  and  return  an  account  thereof  to  each  annual  meeting. 

CANON  VIII.— Committees. 

Sec.  1.  In  addition  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocr'!s(',  as  provided  for 
by  the  Constitution,  the  following  permanent  Committees  i-liall  be  annually 
elected,  who  shall  remain  in  office  till  the  appointment  of  tbtir  successors,  viz: 
An  Executive  Missionary  Committee,  to  consist  of  five;  an  Education  Committee,, 
to  consist  of  three;  and  a  Church  Building  Committee,  to  consist  of  five,  besides 
the  Bishop,  who  shall  be  ex  officio  member  and  Chairman  of  said  Committees. 

Sec.  2. — Standing  Committee. — The  Standing  Committee  shall  elect  a 
President  and  Secretary  from  their  own  body.  They  shall  assemble  upon  the 
call  of  their  President,  whenever  he  may  deem  it  necessary.  He  shall  also  sum- 
mon them  Avhenever  required  to  do  so  by  the  Bislio]),  or  by  any  three  members 
of  the  Committee.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  President 
shall  call  a  meeting  within  thirty  days  after  knowledge  of  the  fact.  The  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  hold  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  each  Con- 
vention, and  shall  report  to  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention  the  transac- 
tions of  the  preceding  year.  A  record  of  all  their  official  acts  shall  be  kept  by 
their  Secretary,  Avhich  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Bishop,  and 
of  the  Convention. 

Sec.  3. — Executive  Missionary  Cojimittee. — The  Executive  Missionary 
Committee  shall  have  in  charge  the  Missionary  funds  of  the  Diocese,  for  which 
they  shall  bo  empowered  to  draw  upon  its  Treasurer,  the  order  of  their  Chair- 
man being  the  Treasurer's  warrant.  They  shall  receive  applications  for  aid; 
they  shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  their  transactions  during  the  pre- 
vious year,  and  the  condition  of  the  Missionary  field,  and  shall  make  such  recom- 
mendations for  the  future  as  may  seem  to  them  good.  Under  the  direction  of 
the  Bishop,  if  there  be  one,  they  shall  select  the  Missionaries  or  Missionarj'  Sta- 
tions to  be  aided,  and  in  the  absence  of  specific  directions  by  the  Convention, 
shall  make  such  appropriations  to  the  same  as  may  seem  to  them  suitable. 

Sec.  4. — Education  Committee. — The  Education  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  the  Education  fund  of  the  Diocese,  with  power,  in  the  absence  of  ex- 
press provisions  to  the  contrary,  to  invest  or  appropriate  the  same  as  may  seem 
to  them  best.  They  shall  be  empowered  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Dio- 
cese for  all  such  funds  in  his  hands,  and  the  order  of  their  Chairman  shall  be  his 
warrant.  They  shall  receive,  consider,  and  act  upon,  all  applications  for  aid  in 
behalf  of  young  men  desirous  to  enter  the  Ministry  of  the  Church.  They  are 
liereby  directed  to  seek  out  such  cases,  and  if  need  be,  bring  them  to  the  notice 
of  the  Church,  in  any  way  that  may  seem  best.  They  shall  report  annually  to 
the  Convention  their  transactions  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  condition  of  the 
Fund  under  their  control,  and  shall  make  such  recommendations  for  thu  future- 
as  may  seem  to  them  good. 


Sec.  5.— CiiuiiCH  Building  Co^rMiTTEE.— The  Church  Building  Committee 
shall  have  charge  of  all  funds  contributed  in  the  Diocese  for  the  purpose  of  aid- 
ing feeble  congregations,  within  the  Diocese,  in  building  or  repairing  Churches, 
with  power  to  invest  or  appropriate  the  same,  as  mav  seem  to  them  best:  Pro- 
vided, that  there  shall  be  no  appropriation  of  the  funds  of  this  Committee  to- 
wards any  building  not  secured  to  the  sole  use  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina.  The  Committee  shall  be  empowered 
to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  for  such  funds  as  he  may  have  received 
for  Church  Building,  and  the  order  of  their  Chairman  shall  be  his  warrant.  They 
shall  report  annually  to  the  Convention  their  transactions  of  the  preceding  year, 
and  the  condition  of  the  fund  under  their  control;  and  shall  make  such  recom- 
mendations for  the  future  as  may  seem  to  them  good. 

CANON  IX.— Relief  Fund. 
The  contributions  to  the  Relief  Fund  shall  be  distributed  under  the  direction 
of  the  Bishop. 

CANON  X. — Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  from  such, 
materials  as  may  be  placed  before  them,  to  report  to  the  Convention,  at  some 
time  during  its  session,  the  condition  of  the  Diocese,  with  such  particular  state- 
ments, or  such  recommendations,  as  may  seem  to  them  desirable. 

CANON  XI. — Committee  on  Finance. 
The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  audit  the  Treasurer's, accoimts.  They  shall 
have  power  to  report  a  scale  of  assessments,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  funds  re- 
quired for  Diocesan  purposes;  they  may  receive  applications  for  the  alteration  of 
the  said  scale,  and  shall  report  thereon  to  Convention,  They  shall  report  to  each 
Convention  the  general  condition  of  the  several  funds  of  the  Diocese,  with  such 
deficits  in  the  assessments  as  may  be  discoverable.  They  may  make  such  recom- 
mendations as  may  seem  to  them  desirable,  and  shall  act  upon  all  other  matters 
relative  to  Diocesan  property  committed  to  them  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  XII. — Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 
At  each  Annual  Convention  there  may,  and  at  each  Annual  Convention  im- 
mediately preceding  the  triennial  session  of  the  General  Convention  there  shall, 
be  elected  three  Clerical  and  three  Lay  Deputies  to  the  said  General  Convention, 
who  shall  be,  in  accordance  with  Art.  Ill  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Con- 
vention, "Communicants  in  this  Church  and  residents  in  the  Diocese."  There 
may  also  be  appointed  three  Alternate  Clerical  and  three  Alternate  Lay  Deputies, 
subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  the  original  Duputies  above-mentioned.  The 
said  Alternate  Deputies  shall  succeed  to  vacancies  in  the  original  deputation — 
the  Clergy  in  the  order  of  official  and  the  Laymen  in  that  of  personal  seniority. 
And  in  this  order  the  Secretary  shall  insert  their  names  upon  the  journal. 
Deputies  elect  to  the  General  Convention,  finding  themselves  unable  to  attend, 
shall,  four  weeks  at  least  before  the  time  of  meeting,  give  notice  to  the  first  Al- 
ternate of  the  same  order.  Should  said  Alternate  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shaU 
give  immediate  notice  to  the  next  upon  the  list  of  the  same  order  with  himself. 
Should  either  of  said  Alternates  receive  two  or  more  such  notices,  he  shall,  ac- 
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'Cording  to  tlie  circumstances,  transmit  said  notices  to  one  or  more  of  the  Alter- 
nates who  follow  him,  and  in  the  order  in  whicli  they  stand. 

CANON  XIII. — Trustees  of  the  Diocese. 
The  Bishop,  or  when  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, shall,  e^  officio,  with  two  Jjaymen  to  be  elected  by  tlie  Convention,  con- 
.  stitute  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  and  shall  be  authorized 
;to  hold  the  property  of  the  Diocese  not  otherwise  provided  for. 

CANON  XIV. — Organization  of  P.uiishes. 

In  order  to  the  organization  of  a  new  Parish,  and  its  union  with  the  Conven- 
ttion,  it  shall  be  necessary. 

First.  To  obtain  the  written  consent  Qf  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority. 

Second.  If  within  the  limits  of  some  already  existing  Parish,  to  obtain  and 
present  to  the  Convention  the  written  consent  of  the  Rector  of  the  Parish. 
Provided,  that  if  the  consent  of  the  Minister  aforesaid  is  denied  or  withheld,  ap- 
plication may  be  made  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  such  new  Parish,  of  which  application  one  month's  previous 
notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Minister  whose  consent  is  so  denied  or  withheld. 
The  decision  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  if  in  favor  of  the  application,  shall 
be  final;  but  if  otherwise,  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the  Convention  of  the 
Diocese,  with  the  reasons  for  withholding  an  assent,  for  the  final  action  of  that 
body. 

Third.  To  assume  a  name  and  elect  a  Vestry. 

Fourth.  To  subscribe  and  present  to  the  Convention  a  certificate  in  the  fol- 
lowing words,  viz:  "We,  the  undersigned,  being  adults  desirous  to  form  ourselves 
into  a  Parish  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Caro- 
lina, do  certify  that  we  consent  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Church,  as  set  forth  in  the  General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  C'hurch  in  this  Diocese:  that  we  have  assumed  the  name  of 

,  and  have  elected  the  following  persons  Vestrymen: .     In 

witness  wliereof,  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  names,  this day  of , 

in  the  year  of  our  Lord ."     For  the  purpose  of  recording  said  subscription, 

as  also  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  subscriptions  of  subsequent  voters,  pro- 
vided for  by  Art.  X,  Sec.  4,  of  the  Constitution,  a  book  shall  be  kept  in  the  Ves- 
try of  each  Church,  and  shall  be  present  at  the  Parochial  Eh^ctions. 
CANON  XV.— Parochial  Elections. 

ge(.,  1. — Vestry. — Upon  Easter  Monday,  unless  some  other  day  has  been 
specified  by  the  Vestry,  each  Parish  shall  annually  elect  a  Vestry  of  not  less 
than  three,  nor  more  than  twelve  persons.  But  in  the  event,  at  any  time,  of  an 
omission  to  elect,  tlie  Vestry  last  chosen  shall  hold  over  till  another  election 
shall  be  held. 

gee.  3. — Wardens. — Each  Vestry  shall  annually  elect  a  Senior  and  a  Junior 
Warden,  from  among  their  own  number;  the  former  upon  nomination  by  the  Rec- 
tor.   If  there  be  no  Rector,  the  election  shall  proceed  without  said  nomination. 

{^ec.  8.— Duties  of  Wardens. — In  the  absence  of  the  Rector,  the  Wardens 
shall  preside  in  all  meetings  of  the  Vestry  or  congregation,  in  the  order  of  their 
official  seniority.     As  representatives  of  the  Vestry,  they  shall  (subject  to  its  di- 


reeuons  and  .a  oousistenoy  «i,l>  ,he  rigk.s  of  the  Pa..or.)  have  charge  of  ,ho 
Church  b,nld„,g.  and  shall  see  that  it  bo  kept  from  all  secular  uses,  and  from  all 
uses  mconstatentwith  the  doctrines  or  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Umrch;  and,  so  iar  as  possible,  in  good  repair,  as  becometh  the  Honse  of  God. 
They  shall  see  that  it  be  prepared  for  public  worship,  and  that  order  be  pre. 
served  during  the  same;  that  suitable  books  be  provided  for  the  service,  robe,  for 
the  Vestry,  and,  when  necessary,  the  elements  for  the  Holy  Communion

\Varden  shall  act  as  Treasurer  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  5.-VESTKY  MEETINGS  IN  CERT.UK  CASEs.-ShouId  the  Rector  refuse 
to  call  a  meeting  of  the  Vestry,  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Warden,  or  of  a 
majority  of  the  Vestry,  such  a  meeting  would  be  of  importance,  it  shall  be  com 
peten  to  the  Wardens,  or  to  any  three  of  the  Vestry,  to  call  one.  ProTd^d 
that  the  Rector  shall  liave  due  notice  of  the  same. 

CANON  XVI.— Call  op  a  Pastor 

When  there  is  no  Rector,  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  shall  have  power  to  call 
a  minister  and  to  enter  into  all  needful  stipulations  for  Ms  support.  But  if  he 
prefer  to  rely  upon  thl:joluntary  contributions  of  the  peoffc.  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  do  so;  and  in  such  case  the  Vestry  shall  not  have  power  to  tax  the  sittings  for 
that  purpose  without  his  consent.  The  Rector  shall  not  have  power  to  appoin* 
a  im-manent  Assistant  without  the  consent  of  the  Vestry. 

CANON  XVII.— Leg.vi.  Powers  op  the  VE^iXRY 

The  Vestry  shaU  be  the  Trustees  of  the  Parish;  shall  have  charge  of  all  the 
secular  concerns  thereof;  shall  hold  the  property  belonging  thereto,  and  shall  bo 
authorized  to  collect,  invest  or  disburse  its  funds. 

CANON  XVIII.— Dissolution  op  Parishes 
In  case  of  tlie  dissolution  of  a  Parish,  the  property  belonging  to  the  same 
shall  vest  in  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese,  in  trust  for  the  interests  of  the  Church 
in  the  said  late  Parish,  and  shall,  upon  the  ho,u,  fide  re-organization  of  said 
Parish,  be  re-conveyed  to  the  same. 

CANON  XIX.— Registration,  Reports  &c 
Sec.  I.-Priyate  and  Parish  REGiSTERs.-It  is  he^-eby  ordered  that  .ach 
Clergyman  of  this  Church  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the  baptisms,  marria-es 
confii-mations  and  funerals  solemnfzed  by  him,  as  well  as  of  all  the  baptisms' 
marriages,  confirmations  and  funerals  within  his  Parish  or  cure,  specityin-  the 
names  of  the  persons  in  each  instance;  the  ages  and  parentage  of  those  baptized 
with  the  names  of  their  sponsors  or  i^itnesses,  and  the  time  when  each  rite  jg 
performed,  which  register  shall  be  transcribed  at  least  once  in  each  montli  into 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  the  purpose  by  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.2.-LisTS  OP  CoMMUNi^ANTS,  &c.-It  shall  also  be  [the  duty  of  each 
Clergyman  to  keep  a  list  of  the  Communicants  witliin  his  cure,  and  so  far  as 
practicable,  of  all  the  families  and  adult  persons  within  the  same,  to  remain  for 
the  use  of  his  successor. 

Sec.  3.-PAROCHIAL  REPORTS.-It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Clergyman  to 
report  to^the  Bishop  of  tlie  Diocese,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  each  Annual 
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Convention,  the  number  of  the  baptisms,  confirmations,  marriages  and  deaths 
among  the  people  of  his  charge  since  the  preceding  Convention.  Also,  all  such 
official  acts  as  he  may  have  performed  during  the  same  period,  v/hether  within 
or  without  his  cure,  specifying  in  the  latter  case  the  place  where  performed.  He 
.shall  also  rei^ort,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  number  of  communicants  within  his 
cure,  with  the  nimibers  of  children  receiving  religious  instruction  in  Sunday 
Schools,  or  Parochial  Schools;  also  the  amounts  of  contributions  for  Church  pur- 
poses, as  well  as  such  other  matters  as  may  throw  light  upon  the  state  of  the 
Parish. 

gee.  4. — Reading  of  said  Repokts. — The  said  reports,  or  such  parts  of  the 
same  as  the  Bishop  may  deem  fit,  may  be  read  in  the  Diocesan  Convention,  and 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  journals  thereof. 

gee.  5. — If  there  be  no  Pastor. — In  the  case  of  a  Parish  without  a  Pastor, 
it  shaD  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  to  make  the  Parochial  Report  required  by  this 
Canon. 

gee,  6. — Communicants  to  ee  Reported. — In  making  the  above  Report*, 
all  Commtmicants  not  suspended  by  action  of  a  regular  tribunal,  or  with  their 
own  consent,  shall  be  ijfcluded.  'a 

CANON  XX.— Sal-iries,  Compensations,  kc. 

gee.  1. Officers  of  the  Contention,  &c. — The  Secretary,  the  Treasurer, 

the  Clerical  members  of  the  Diocesan  Convention,  and  the  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese,  in  actual  attendance  upon  the  duly  called 
meetings  of  the  bodies  to  which  they  severally  belong,  shall  be  entitled  to  have 
their  necessary  expenses,  incurred  by  such  attendance,  paid  out  of  the  funds  of 
the  Diocese;  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same 
upon  the  personal  application  (by  letter  or  otherwise)  of  said  parties,  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  of  the  amount  actually  and  necessarily  expended  in  each 
instance. 

gee.  2. — Clerical  Deplties. — Each  Clerical  Deputy  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion, actually  attending  the  same,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  his  necessary  ex- 
penses, incurred  by  such  attendance,  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Diocese.    And 
the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  same  upon  his  application. 
CANON  XXI.— Diocesan  Assessments. 

gee.  1. Scale  of  Assessments. — In  order  to  meet  the  regular  expenses  of 

the  Diocese,  and  its  Missionary  and  other  wants,  there  shall  be,  from  time  to 
time,  a  scale  of  assessments  adopted,  by  the  authority  of  the  Convention,  to  be 
printed  with  the  Jottrnals,  whereby  the  amoimts  needed  shall  be  assessed  upon 
the  several  Parishes,  as  nearly  as  may  be  in  proportion  to  their  pecuniary  ability. 

gee.  3.— Change  of  Scale.— Should  any  Parish  or  congregation  deem  ite 
assessment  out  of  proportion  to  its  means,  said  Parish  or  congregation  may,  by 
its  Pastor  or  Lay  delegates,  appear  before  the  Ceinmittee  of  Finance  and  urge 
its  objections;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  hear  all 
sncli  applications,  and  report  them,  with  their  judgment  upon  the  same,  to  the 
Convention. 

gee.  3. Objects  op  Assessment. — The  above-mentioned  assessments  sliall 

be  for  the  expenses  of  the  Diocese,  the  salary  of  the  Bishop,  the  Diocesan  Mis- 
sionary fund,  and  the  fund  for  the  relief  of  widows  and  orphans  of  Clergyman. 
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CANON  XXIL— Education  Fund. 

There  shall  also  he  made,  in  every  Parish  of  the-Diocese,  at  least,  once  in  each 
year,  a  collection  in  hehalf  of  the  Diocesan  Education  fund. 

(\A.NON  XXIIL— Permanent  EpiscoAl  Fund. 

Sec.  1,  There  shall  be  established,  to  aid  in  the  svipport  of  the  Bishop,  a 
fund  to  be  called  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  to  include  all  sums  hitherto 
contributed  specifically  to  that  object,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  contributed, 
whereof  the  principal  shall  remain  untouched,  and  only  the  interest  be  applied 
to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate. 

And  the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directe(i  to  add  to  the  same,  from  time  to  time, 
all  the  surplus  remaining-  from  the  amounts  received  by  assessment  or  other'nise, 
for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate  and  the  contingent  expeftfees  of  the  Diocese, 
after  payment  of  said  Bishop's  salary  and  contingent  expenses. 

Sec.  2.  Investment  of  the  same. — The  Treasurer  is  furthermore  directed 
to  invest  all  said  contributions  to  the  Permanent  Episcopal  Fund,  as  well  as  all 
the  additions  last  above-mentioned,  in  North  Carolina  State  Stock,  or  upon  some 
other  good  security  within  the  State,  as  may  seem  to  him  most  advantageous. 

CANON  XXIV.— Permanent  Missionary  Fund. 

Sec.  1.  All  sums  derived  for  Missionary  purposes,  from  any  source  other  than 
tliat  of  the  regular  Missionary  assessment,  shall,  if  consistent  with  the  will  of 
the  donors,  be  invested  as  a  Permanent  Missionary  Fund,  whereof  tlie  principal 
shall  remain  untouched,  and  only  the  interest  be  applied  to  current  Missionary 
expenses. 

Any  surplus  Avhich  may  remain  from  the  amounts  received  for  current  Mis- 
sionary expenses,  whether  by  interest  upon  the  permanent  fund  aforesaid,  by 
assessment,  or  otherwise,  after  payment  of  such  current  Missionary  expenses, 
shall  be  added  to  the  permanent  fund  aforesaid. 

Sec.  2. — Investment  of  the  same. — The  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  is  direct- 
ed to  invest  such  permanent  fund,  together  with  such  additions  as  it  may,  from 
time  to  time,  receive  as  aforesaid,  in  North  Carolina  State  Stock,  or  upon  some 
other  good  security  Avithin  the  State,  as  may  seem  to  him  most  advantageous. 

CANON  XXV.— Unappropriated  Funds. 
Should  there  remain  in  the  Treasury  any  other  funds  not  specifically  appro- 
priated, the  Treasurer  is  hereby  directed  to  invest  the  same  in  North  Carolina 
State  Stock,  or  upon  some  other  good  security  -vvithiu  the  State,  as  may  seem  to 
him  most  advantageous. 

CANON   XXVI. — CLERC4Y  LIABLE  TO  MISSIONARY  DUTY. 

All  Clergymen  receiving  aid  from  the  Missionary  funds  of  the  Diocese,  shall 
be  liable  to  perform  regular  Missionary  duty,  the  sphere  of  which  shall  be  fixed 
by  the  Bishop  and  the  amount  by  the  Bishop  and  Missionary  Committee. 

"CANON  XXVII. — Trial  of  Clergymen. 
Sec.  1. — The  Presentment. — Any  Clergyman  shall  be  liable  to  presentment 
and  trial,  for  false  doctrine,  immorality,  disorderly  conduct,  violation  of  the 
rubrics,  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  or  of 
the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  tlie  Church  in  this  Diocese. 


Such  preseBtiaL-nt  to  bt-  made  by  tlu-  Wastry  oi"  the  Parish  iu  which  said 
Clergjniau  has  charge,  or  in  ^^•hich  he  resides,  or  by  at  least  three  male  Commu- 
nicante;  of  the  Dioce.se  of  full  age,  or  by  two  or  more  Presbyters,  who  shall  have- 
been  cauonically  resid<^t  therein  for  one  year. 

But  no  presentment  shall  be  made  in  any  case  of  any  oJBfence  alleged  to  have 
been  committed  more  than  three  years  before  the  date  of  the  presentment.  Pro- 
vided, that  if  the  accused  be  convicted  of  the  alleged  offence  in  a  civil  Court, 
pres^entment  may  still  be  made  within  one  year  after  said  conviction. 

Said  presentment  .shall  ])e  made  to  the  Bishop,  in  miting,  with  the  names  oi 
the  presenters  subscribed,  and  shall  distinctly  declare,  with  all  reasonable  speci- 
fication of  time  and  circumstances,  the  nature  of  the  offence  or  offences  with 
which  the  said  Ck-rgyman  may  be  charged. 

Sec.  2. — ^PuiJlJC  HuMOK. — But  although  no  such  presentment  be  made,  if 
2*uhlic  rumor  charge  any  Clergyman  with  the  commiC'Sion  of  any  of  the  offences 
above  enumerated,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  two  or  more  Presbyters  to  investi 
gate  the  truth  of  such  rumor,  and  if  such  investigation  prove  adverse  to  the 
Clergyman  so  charged,  the  said  Presbyters  shall  make  the  presentment  as  above, 
according  to  the  form  and  regulations  there  i^rovided. 

The  presenters  shall,  in  all  ca.ses,  assume  tlie  responsibility  of  conducting  tlu' 
prosecution. 

Sec.  3. — SEitvKE  ov  Pi{ese2s'oi?::nt — Constitution  of  Couijt. — Should  the 
Bishop  be  of  0]nnion,  from  the  nature  of  the  charge  or  charges  made,  that  the 
presentment  contains  suificient  grounds  for  proceeding  to  trial,  he  shall  cause,  a 
copy  thereof  to  be  forthwith  sent  to  the  accused.  He  shall  then  give  notice  to 
the  Standing  Committee,  who  thereupon  shall  select  seven  Presbyters,  actuaUy 
and  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  from  wliom  the  President  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall,  in  writing,  call  upon  the  accused  to  elect  tJiree.  But  in 
case  the  accused  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  such  election  within  ten  days  after 
due  notice  as  aforesaid,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  make  the  said  election. 

The  three  Presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  trial  of  the 
accused;  and  shall  have  all  ])owers  necessary  for  the  due  conducting  of  the  said 
trial. 

Sec.  4. — L.w  AssEssoii. — The  Bishop  shall  appoint  a  member  of  the  legal 
profession,  who  shall  also  be  a  Communicant  of  the  Church,  as  Assessor  to  the 
Court,  to  advise  the  Court,  if  requested,  upon  all  questions  of  lo/r  which  may 
arise  during  the  trial. 

Sec.  5.— Time  and  place  of  tjjjai,,  anj:)  notj<  k  tjieijeof. — The  Bishoj) 
shall  a|)point  a  time  and  place  of  trial,  and  shall  give  at  least  thirty  days'  notice 
of  the  same  to  the  members  of  the  Court,  the  Assessor,  the  Presenters,  and  the 
Ar^v.ded;  at  which  time  and  place  the  ^Y^tnesses  also  shall  be  notified  to  attend. 
Sec.  6. — Assembling  of  Court  and  Kecoed  of  PEocEEDrNGs. — The  Court 
shall  assemble  at  the  time  and  place  appointed,  and  shall  proceed  to  examine 
fully  the  charges;  and  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  of  all  their  ]>ioceediugs  and 
of  the  evidence. 

Se<?.  7. — Natuke  (>f  Evidence  and  jrow  given.— No  charge  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  established,  unless  i>roved  by  tiro  leitnesscs,  or  by  one  witness  and 
coTTo'borijtinfi  cvrcurastance.'<. 


Testimony  may  be  given  orally  before  the  Court,  or  in  writing-,  upon  inter- 
rogatories and  cross-interrogatories,  to  be  previously  filed  with  the  Secretary  or 
Registrar  of  the  Court.  Any  one  or  more  of  the  witnesses  may  be  examined  on 
oath  or  affirmation,  on  the  requisition  of  either  party. 

Sec.  8.— Decision  of  the  Coukt  and  the  Sentence.— A  wiajiimovs  vote 
of  the  Court,  on  one  or  more  of  the  charges,  shall  be  necessaiy  to  the  conviction 
of  the  accused;  and  if  their  decision  be  adverse  to  the  accused,  they  shall  proceed 
to  determine  the  kind  and  degree  of  punishment  commensurate  in  their  opinion 
with  the  offence  or  offences  committed.  They  shall  transmit  to  the  Bishop, 
under  their  hand,  the  record  of  their  proceedings.  The  judgment  of  the  Bishop 
on  such  decision  shall  be  final,  except  that  he  shall  have  no  power  to  m crease 
the  punishment  recommended  by  the  Court. 

Sec.  9.  Suspension,  or  any  heavier  sentence,  shall,  ipso  facto,  sever  the  con- 
nection of  the  Clergyman  with  his  Parish. 

Sec.  10.— The  Record  to  be  Filed.— The  Record  pro-vided  for  in  the  sixth 
Section  of  this  Canon,  together  with  the  Bishop's  sentence  endorsed,  shall  Ije 
preserved  among  the  papers  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  11. — Notices. — For  the  purpose  of  any  notice  provided  for  by  this 
Canon,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  serve  it  either  personally  or  by  leaving  a  copy 
thereof  at  the  last  place  of  residence  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  12,— Confession  op  an  Offence. — When  a  Clergjinan  shall  make 
confession  to  the  Bishop  of  the  commission  of  any  of  the  offences  enumerated  in 
the  first  section  of  this  Canon,  the  Bishop  shall  proceed  to  inflict  such  ecclesias- 
tical censure  or  punishment  upon  the  Clergyman  so  confessing,  as  he  (the 
Bishop)  shall  think  right. 

Sec.  13. — Renunciation  op  False  Doctrine. — In  the  case  of  any  accusa- 
tion of  false  doctrine,  a  Teramciation  of  the  same,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Bishop,  shall  stay  all  farther  proceedings. 

CANON  XXVIII. — Journals  of  Convention. 
The  Secretary  shall  each  year  preserve  thirty  copies  of  the  Journal  for  the 
■use  of  the  members  of  the  next  ensuing  Convention. 
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EULES  OF  OEDER 


I.  Upon  the  day  appointed,  tlie  Convention  shall  assemble  at  10  A.  M,,  for 
the  purpose  of  organization.  The  Presiding  Officer  shall  call  the  Convention  to 
order  and  cause  the  Roll  to  be  called;  whereupon,  should,  a  quorum  be  present, 
the  Convention  shall  be  declared  organized. 

II.  After  Morning  Prayer,  the  Convention  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a 
President  and  a  Secretary. 

III.  The  Convention  shall  elect  a  Treasurer,  after  the  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee of  Finance. 

IV.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  otlierwise 
ordered. 

V.  Tlie  regular  Committees  shall  be — 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 

The  Committee  on  Canons, 

The  Committee  on  Finance, 

to  consist  each  of  five  persons. 

The  Committee  on  Elections, 

The  Committee  on  New  Parishes, 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business, 
to  consist  each  of  three. 
The  said  Committees  shall  be  appointed  at  as  early  a  period  in  the  session  as 
may  be  practicable. 

VI.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

The  Bishop's  Address. 
Communications  from  the  President. 
Reports  from  The  Committee  on  Elections. 

The  Committee  on  New  Parishes. 

Parochial  Reports. 

Standing  Committee's  Report. 

Committees  appointed  at  the  last  Convention. 

Treasurer's  Report. 

Finance  Committee. 

Committee  on  Canons.  ; 

Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 

Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

Other  Special  Committees. 
Petitions  and  Memorials, 
Motions  and  Resolutions. 

VII.  After  the  President  has  taken  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

VIII.  Speakers  shall  address  the  Chair,  and  shall  confine  themselves  to  the 
point  in  debate. 
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IX.  No  motion  ghall  be  considered  unless  seconded,  and,  if  required,  reduced 
to  writing. 

X.  Wlien  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  ehall  continue 
in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

XI.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  received, 
unless  to  lay  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  to  a  certain  time,  to  post^^one  indefi- 
nitely, to  commit,  to  amend,  or  to  divide;  and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes 
shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motions  to  lay  on  the 
table  and  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  witliout  de- 
bate; and  of  these,  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall  take  precedence. 

XII.  If  the  question  under  debate  contains  several  distinct  propositions,  the 
same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a  vote  taken  separately, 
except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  indivisible. 

XIII.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they  are 
moved. 

When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  motion  to  amend  the 
same  may  be  made.  No  after  amendment  to  such  second  amendment  shall  be 
in  order.  But  when  an  amendment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a 
substitute  to  the  whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  proposition  on  a  subject 
different  from  the  one  under  consideration  shall  be  received  under  color  of  a  sub- 
stitute. 

XIV.  A  question  once  decided  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  the  Convention, 
and  shall  not  be  drawn  again  into  debate.  A  motion  to  reconsider  any  vote 
shall  not  be  in  order,  except  on  the  same  or  succeeding  day  to  that  on  Avliich  the 
vote  is  taken:  Provided  always,  that  a  vote  or  question  may  be  reconsidered  at 
any  time  by  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Convention:  Provided  further,  that 
no  motion  to  reconsider  »hall  be  made  on  the  last  day  of  the  Convention,  except 
on  a  vote  or  question  originally  taken  on  that  day, 

XV.  The  Pteports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be  received 
of  course  and  witliout  motion  for  acceptance,  unless  re-committed.  All  Report* 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Conven- 
tion shall  be  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  resolution. 

XVI.  All  questions  of  order  shaU  be  decided  by  the  Chair  without  debate, 
but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision.  And  on  such  appeal  no  mem- 
ber shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave.  * 

XVII.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  Sessions  of  the  Convention  with- 
out leave,  or  unless  he  be  unable  to  attend. 

XVIII.  When  the  Convention,  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep  hie 
teat  until  the  President  leaves  the  Chair.

OF    THE 

Prol€St€Uit  Episcoiuil  Church  in  ^*orth  €arolluu. 

ARTICLE   I. 

The  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  accedes  to,  recog- 
nizes, and  adopts,  the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episco- 
pal  Church  of  tlie  United  States,  and  acknowledges  its  authority  ac- 
cordingly. 

ARTICLE  XL 

There  sliall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  next  preceding 
Convention. 

ARTICLE  in. 

The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.— 
Each  regularly  ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settled  witli 
a  parochial  charge  in  this  State:  or  being  a  President,  Professor,  or 
Instructor  of  youth,  in  any  Seminary  of  Learning  in  this  State:  or  be- 
ing a  Missionary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  acting  under 
the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be 
entitled  to  a  seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convention;  provided  he  shall 
have  been  actually  and  canonically  a  resident  of  the  State,  or  shall 
have  been  a  candidate  for  orders  belonging  to  this  diocese,  for  the 
space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  Convention.  Each 
Church  or  Congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member,  or 
shall  hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall  been* 
titled  to  send  to  the  Convention  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  ex- 
ceeding four,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Vestry  or  by  the  Congregation, 
from  among  the  members  of  such  Congregation.'  Providedliovever, 
that  no  one  person  shall  be  the  Delegate  of  more  than  one  Church  or 
Congregation  at  the  same  Convention.  Provided  also,  that  this  Ar- 
ticle shall  not  exclude  from  the  Convention  any  Clergyman  who  is 
now  and  shall  continue  to  be  a  resident  in  this  State,  and  who  is  now 
a  member  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  ir. 

Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Prayer,  and  a  Sermon, 
which  shall  be  delivered  by  some  Clergyman  who  has  been  nominated 
by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Church. 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  President  shall  be  annually  appointed,  who  shall  preside  in  all 
meetings  of  the  Convention,  except  when  a  Bishop  shall  be  present, 
when  he  shall,  ex  officio,  be  President. 


ARTICLE  Vl. 

A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  notice  to  each 
Minister  and  Vestry,  of  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting  of  the 
Convention  in  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

A  Standing  Committee,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven 
persons,  shall  be  annually  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall  have  power 
to  admit  Candidates  for  the  Ministry,  and  when  there  is  not  a  Bish- 
op, they  shall  examine  and  pass  on  the  testimonials  of  foreign  Cler- 
gymen. They  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Convention;  and  shall 
transact  all  other  business  as  they  are  empowered  to  do  by  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  They  shall  also 
have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  their  own  body  by 
death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Annual  Con- 
vention. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Church  shall  at  all 
times  be  Clergymen  of  this  Diocese;  and  no  Layman  shall  be  appoint- 
ed a  member  of  said  Committee,  except  he  be  a  communicant  of  the 
Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  when  it 
shall  be  required  by  the  Delegation  of  one  Church  or  Congregation, 
or  by  any  one  Clerical  member,  the  Laity  shall  vote  by  Congrega- 
tions. And  when  it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two  orders  shall  vote 
separately,  and  in  the  latter  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders 
shall  be  necessary  to  make  a  decision  of  the  Convention.  When  no 
such  division  of  the  Convention  shall  be  required,  each  member  of 
the  Convention,  both  Clerical  and  Lay,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner;  The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint 
by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified  Clergyman  for  that  office,  and  if  this 
appointment  be  approved  by  the  Lay  order,  he  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected.  In  the  above  mentioned  nomination  and  appointment,  a 
majority  of  each  order  shall  determine  the  choice — provided  that  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  votes  be  present,  and  two  thirds 
of  all  the  Congregations  entitled  to  votes  be  represented;  otherwise 
two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary  to  determine 
the  choice. 

ARTICLE  XL 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  except  by  the 
concurrent  votes  of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at  an  annu- 
al meeting  of  the  Convention — such  vote  being  taken  in  accordance 
with  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  Constitution.

CANON  1.-^ Passed  .^pril  1817* 

Of  Presentments. 

Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  in  this  Church,  for  misbehaviour,  shall 
be  on  presentment,  made  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Convention,  by  the 
Vestry  of  the  parish  to  which  the  Clergyman  belongs,  or  by  three  or 
more  Presbyters  of  the  Church.  In  every  presentment  the  charge  or 
charges  shall  be  distinctly  specified. 

CANON  ll.^Passed  ^pril  1817. 

Of  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman, 

For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  three  Pres- 
byters, who  shall  be  constituted  a  board  for  trying  the  accused  per- 
son. The  Bishop  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  trials  of  both  which, 
at  least  a  month's  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  party  accused^  and 
should  he  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend,  the  trial  shall  proceed.  The 
Board  thus  constituted,  shall  examine  fully,  the  charges  alleged,  and 
keep  a  minute  and  accurate  record  of  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses, 
and  of  every  question  and  proceeding  that  comes  before  them.  No 
charge  shall  be  substantiated  on  the  testimony  of  less  than  two  wit- 
nesses. On  the  examination  of  any  witness,  should  the  accused  par= 
ty  require  it,  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  administered  by  a  magis- 
trate. In  all  questions,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  a  de- 
cision. Having  come  to  a  decision  on  the  charge  or  charges  respec- 
tively, the  Board  shall  communicate  their  decision  to  the  Bishop — 
and,  also,  in  case  they  have  found  the  accused  guilty,  the  sentence 
which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced.  A  certified  copy  of 
the  record  of  their  proceedings  shall  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  and  his 
judgment  in  the  case  be  final- 


CANON  llL^Passed  ^pril  18ir. 

Of  the  sentence  to  be  pronounced  on  a  Clergyman  found  guilty  of 
misbehaviour. 

This  sentence  may  be  admonition,  suspension,  degradation  from 
the  ministry,  or  excommunication;  and  shall  be  pronounced  by  the 
Bishop  and  communicated  to  every  Parish  in  the  Diocese. 

CANON  lY.^Passed  Jipril  1819. 

Bespecting  the  call  of  a  special  Convention, 

When  a  special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Se- 
cretary in  issuing  the  notifications,  to  specify  therein  the  business  and 
purposes  for  which  the  Convention  is  to  be  assembled. 

CANON  Y. -^Passed  Jipril  1819. 

Concerning  Parochial  Registers  and  Reports, 

In  order  to  give  effect  to  the  40th  Canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion in  1808,  it  is  hereby  required  that  each  Minist£r  of  this  Church 
shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the  Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Funerals, 
solemnized  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  Ministry;  specifying  the 
names  of  the  parties  married,  the  name  and  time  of  the  birtn  of  the 
child  baptised,  with  tlie  names  of  the  parents,  and  the  name  of  the 
person  buried,  and  the  time  when  each  rite  is  performed;  which  regis- 
ter shall  be  transcribed,  at  least  once  in  every  month,  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the  Vestry  of  each  Church.  He 
shall  also  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of  the  Communicants  within 
his  care.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Minister  to  report  annual- 
ly to  the  Bishop,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  amount  or  sum 
total  of  said  registers,  and  also  the  amount  of  the  register  of  adults 
required  to  be  kept  by  the  aforesaid  Canon  of  the  General  Conven- 
tion, together  with  a  written  account  of  the  state  of  the  parish.  Which 
reports  shall  be  by  the  Bishop  communicated  to  the  Convention,  and 
read  in  their  presence,  in  order  to  promote  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  state  of  the  Church;  and  shall  afterwards  be  preserved  by  the  Se- 
cretary among  the  records  of  the  Convention.

The  Clergy  required  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Convention* 

Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Convention,  is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interests  of  the  Church, 
this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined  on  them.  At  the  opening  of  each  Conven- 
tion, the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  therein  shalJ  be  called 


over,  the  absentees  noted,  and  at  the  ensuing  Convention  they  shj^li 
be  called  upon  for  the  reasons  of  their  absence. 

CANON  Ylh'-Passed  May  1821. 

Of  the  forming  of  a  Congregation. 

Any  association  of  ten  or  more  adults,  consenting  to  adopt  and  be 
governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Church,  assuming 
some  name  by  which  their  Church  or  parish  may  be  designated,  ap- 
pointing a  Vestry  of  four  or  more  persons  to  manage  the  temporal  con- 
cerns of  their  body,  and  also  a  Delegation  of  any  number  of  persons, 
(not  exceeding  four,)  may  be  received  into  union  with  this  Church; 
and  their  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  on 
producing  a  written  certificate,  signed  by  the  Vestry,  stating  that  the 
above  conditions  have  been  complied  with. 

CANON  Wll.-^Passed  May  1824. 

Respecting  annual  Contributions, 

An  annual  contribution  shall  be  made  by  each  Congregation  in  this 
Diocese,  to  defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop's  visitations, 
and  the  contingent  charges  of  the  Convention,  and  likewise  to  furnish 
our  quota  to  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  General  Convention;  which 
SMms  sliall  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  as  thev 
shall  be  received. 

CANON  IX.— Passed  May  1824. 

Bespecting  the  Bishop- s  authority  to  change  the  place  of  holding  the. 

Convention. 

In  all  cases  wherea  contagious  disease,  or  any  other  sufficient  cause, 
shall  render  it  necessary,  the  Bishop  may  change  the  place  of  meet- 
ing appointed  by  the  Convention. 

CANON  X.--Passed  ^pril  1825. 

To  appoint  a  Treasurer,  and  to  prescribe  his  duties. 

A  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  appointed  annually.  He 
shall  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Convention,  and 
shall  render  to  the  Convention  an  annual  account  of  all  moneys  so  en- 
trusted to  him.  The  said  Treasurer  shall  ex  officio  receive  all  money 
from  the  Trustees  or  General  Agent  of  the  fund  for  the  Episcopate,  as 
it  may  be  collected,  and  vest  the  same,  and  all  interests  and  dividends 
thereon,  in  the  Capital  Stocks  of  some  one  of  the  Banks  of  the  State, 
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CANON  Xl.'-Fassed  May  1827. 
^Authorising  the  Treasurer  to  invest  the  money  belonging  to  Convene 


tion. 


The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invent  in 
stock,  or  put  out  to  interest  on  good  security,  as  he  may  deem  most 
advantageous,  all  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  especially  appropriated, 
and  all  sums  received  for  the  use  of  the  Episcopate. 

CANON  XlL-^Fassed May  1830. 

Pointing  out  the  additional  duties  of  the  Secretary. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  preserve  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  Convention,  during  its  sessions,  six  copies  of  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  ot  this  Church;  and  each  year  to  preserve  for  the 
same  purpose,  six  copies  of  the  printed  Journals  of  Convention.  These 
papers  the  Secretary  shall  cause  to  be  present  at  each  Convention. 

CANON  XIIL— Poisscc/  May  1830. 

'  On  the  election  of  a  Bishop. 

The  Lay  Delegates  of  no  Congregation  which  is  formed  after  a  va- 
cancy has  occurred  in  the  office  of  Bishop,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall 
vote  in  the  election  of  the  next  successor  in  the  office,  or  upon  any 
question  touching  such  election.
